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W ithout in any way making too 
much of it. f just wish to report 
that in the theology depart- 
ment of my neighbourhood 
bookshop the other day I saw n book 
whose title, I swear, was Sexism and 
Cod-Talk. 

This will undoubtedly be a strong 
contender for the 1984 warnock Prize 
for the most disgusting book title of the 
year. But. never one to be content with 
the superficial, I glanced into the book 
and found, expectedly, u feminist 
rallying call to the throne of God the 
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Mother. If She could be acknowledged 
Lady nnd Queen of us all. then the Ron 
would undoubtedly lie down with the 
lamb, and if sorrow and sighing didn't 
flee away, they would be instantly 
comforted on trie Eternal Bosom. 

In the last few weeks 1 have had 
cause to rend a great number of 
feminist hooks, most of which I found 
intensely dispiriting. But the most 
absurd contention or the current phase 
of feminism was exemplified in my 
theology hook, that n world governed 
by women, and by the Spirit of 
Woman, would he a world of universal 
peace ami love. 

This belief, now prevalent among 
radical feminists, has hod u fairly short 
hisrory. It was not so long ago that we 
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all believed women to he incapahic of 
getting on with anybody, least of all 
with other- women.' 

One of the great arguments against 
single-sex schools used to be that 
women were so bitchy and so power- 
mad that they were everlastingly 
caught up in quarrels, struggles and 
dramas, and that, without the saving 
presence of men. they were incapnhle 
of tolerance, let alone love. 

It was taken as an established fact 
that a woman could no more share a 
kitchen with another woman than she 
could get on with her mother-in-law. 
Undergraduates in women's colleges 
were openly pitied, and by no means 
only by men, for having to endure 
women tutors. 

The concept of the evcr-understnnd- 
jng. peace-loving, non-competitive, 
in lint rely tolcrunt woman is. relatively 
speaking, new. As with so ninny of the 
tenets of radical feminism, this kind of 
claim on behalf of women docs harm to 
the cause of justice, to which feminism 
ought to be devoted. 

I have no belief that women politi- 
cians would bring wars to an end. nor 
that they would be indifferent to high 
office, nor uninterested in keeping 
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their own party in power, whatever the 
cost. Evidence is, so fnr, not favour- 
able to such claims. 

Nevertheless. I regard it as gross 
injustice (hat there arc so few of mem. 
But, instead of emotional talk. I 
believe that it would be butter to try to 
take practical . action to remedy the 
injustice. 

It was reported in The Times Diary 
on Jnnuary 5 that the Fawcett Society 
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was considering coming out in favour 
of proportional representation. At the 
same time. Vernon Itundunnr, the 
political theorist, in a bonk that comes 
out shortly (I Vital is I'nijnirihniai Rep- 
resentation?. published by Martin 
Robertson) has argued most per- 
suasively that PR. of whatever form, 
would greatly increase the number of 
women actually returned to Parlia- 
ment. 

Evidence from other countries, be- 
sides the intrinsic probabilities of the 
ease, strongly supports such u conclu- 
sion. For. notoriously, die major diffi- 
culty women face if they seek to enter 
Parliament is in getting adopted by a 
selection committee, except for an 
unwinnnhlc constituency. 

Now. though a selection committee 
may be unwilling to select a woman 
candidate for a single-member consti- 
tuency. because they believe that vo- 
ters ('niul not only men voters) arc 
prejudiced against women, if such a 
committee were choosing a list of 
candidates, they would be obliged to 
consider the overall balance nl their 
list. 

They would not wish to display their 
own prejudice by including no women. 


or by placing a “statutory" woman 
ucai the botioinol the list. And thus it 
would begin to be possible at least for 
voters to demonstrate whether or not 
they were pre pul iced against a woman 
candidate. 

It would also give women u focus for 
a campaign for the adoption of more 
candidates by all parties. After all 
even the most anti-feminist could 
hardly object to the inclusion of two or 
three women in a list of five; nnd they 
would the nisc Ives always he able to 
vote for the male candidates on the list 

Such considerations do not, | n mi 
view, constitute the only arguments in 
favour of proportional representation 
On the contrary, there are many other' 
I hi we i fill arguments in its favour. But 
they do. I think, suggest that to 
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campaign lor PR might he a more 
effective, and less hysterical, way to 
achieve a better ha lance umong MPi 
than insubstantial claims about the 
superior sweetness and light that 
women would bring to the political 
world 

Sonic might, some might not. But 
the most important triumph for femin- 
ism would he if they had a chance to 
prove it, one way or the other. The title 
of tiiis article, if anyone should want to 
know, is "Sexism and Member-talk".

Cut out the 
compulsory 
dissection

Sixth-formers should no longer be 
forced to carry out dissections In their 
science exams, the key bodies repre- 
senting Britain's 35,000 science 
teachers are likely to recommend. 

This dramatic policy shift, which has 
yet to be ratified, stems from a series of 
nlgh-levcl meetings between the Asso- 
ciation for Science Education and the 
Institute of Biology. 

■ It follows an increasingly vociferous 
campaign against dissection which has 
been waged by animal welfare groups 
such as the RSPCA and the far more 
militant animal rights groups, one of 
which has threatened to burn down 
schools tha( poetise dissection. 

; - Ift kMftohsd to such pressure, a 
growing number of teachers and pupils 
have expressed their doubts about the 
ethics of killing animals for use in 
schools. 

The move against dissection being a 
compulsory part of A level practical 
exams in biology and zoology was 
decided at a private meeting late last ‘ 
week. Representatives of the associa- 


The boards are meeting next week 
to consider a paper on dissection by Mr 
Howard King, joint secretary of the 
Oxford and Cambridge board. Miss 
Dixon expected the planned swing 
away from compulsory dissection at A 
level to get a Sympathetic hearing” 
from the boards. 

But teachers are opposed to 
attempts to ban dissection in schools. 
The proposed statement will argue 
that tne technique: 

• Gives children an understanding of 
internal bodily structures; 

• Allows them to gain first-hand 
experience of the “fragility and delica- 
cy of fresh tissues”;

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T Jhe pilot projects in Lincoln and Manchester 
described by Philip Venning on pages eight 
and nine are among the first fruits of Sir Keith 
Joseph's concern for the bottom 40 per cent. 
Low attainment was one problem that the Educa- 
tion Secretary did decide quite early on in his term of 
office to throw a little money at. Some £2m was 
found, to prime the initiative. 

The schemes which l.e.a.s then put up to win 
finance and approval were to be aimed where so 
much concern is currently, and rightly, focused: on 
I those pupils unable or unwilling to come to terms 
I with an academic curriculum. Unsurprisingly, all the 
I buzz words and ideas - from practical approaches to 
links with community and industry, from real work 
experience to living-together Outward Bound - 
proved to be an integral part of the thinking. 

The low attain era’ schemes tum out, in fact, to 
bear a remarkable resemblance to a number of other 
enterprises hastily mounted in response to the 
incentive of extra money from such sources as the 
European Economic Community or MSC. Anyone 
coming into contact with '‘Transition to Work" 
projects, or even TVEI schemes (which are, of 
course, aimed at a wider ability range and receive 
even more money for hardware) could be forgiven 
for observing that they have much in common with 
the curricula now being repackaged under the new 
label. 

Those responsible for the Lincoln and Manchester 
developments are among the first to agree that what 
the new money has allowed them is the opportunity, 
and the extra support, they need to give priority to 
the lower ability pupils who have been the subject of 
long-standing concern. They had ideas they wanted 
to try out and the fact that they were not all brand 
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new didn’t make it any less desirable to put them into 
practice. (After all, as Sir Keith's own officials have 
pointed out, in response to critics of his Sheffield 
speech, there are no new Ideas under the sun; what 
counts is the choice you make. Results are what 
matter, not ancestry). 

After little more than a term’s experience, it is 
obviously too soon to judge the results of the low 
attainers projects, but the diverse plans so far in 
operation have produced some common impress- 
ions: there are clear signs of a sense of achievement 
arising from the real jobs that even 14-year-olds have 
been allowed to tackle; there is great eagerness to 
take part in FE courses which they see as relevant to 
subsequent work (though that is not meant to be an 
aim of the courses); and most telling of all, truanting 
is down. Children seem to be more likely to turn up at 
school to take part in courses centred on their own 
personal and social development, than in those 
which implicitly write them off as exam failures. 

A number of questions arise out of these tentative 
conclusions. Do low ability children necessarily 
thrive on courses that have been created in response 
to their perceived needs, or are these particular 
pupils responding in the main to the extra attention 
currently being lavished on them? It could be that 
additional teachers and small groups are as impor- 
tant as relevant activities, as has been found to be the 
case with other small group activity for the disadvan- 
taged, the disaffected and the plain disruptive. Is it 
possible that it doesn't matter that much what is on 
the curriculum, so long as you take some notice of 
them? 

To some extent, the same Hawthorn effect hBs to 
be taken into account when recording the teachers 1

own enthusiasm for the projects so far. It has long 
been the experience of Schools Council and like 
projects that tcachersarc far more enthusiastic about 
a curriculum development they have helped to create 
than something thrust on them cold. 

So perhaps we can say at this stage that Sir Keith’s 
lend deserves praise for the thinking and action it has 
already stimulated in selected schools, but wc don’t 
know yet how long the effects will last - once the 
pump priming money has gone - or whether they will 
travel. 

It remains to question whether the decision to 
hand out money in a few centrally-controlled bags is 
the best way to achieve this sort of curriculum 
reform. Given that many teachers and local author- 
ities have ideas for tackling the resistance of low 
achievers, wouldn't many more put them into effect 
if they weren’t being so squeezed through the rate 
support grant (by the Government of which Sir Keith 
is a member) that they can’t afford the extra teachers 
and resources allowed to the chosen 13 l.e.a.s? 

It isn’t easy to see how this sort of piecemeal 
approach can eventually fit into the broad vision of 
curriculum and examinations for all, so recently 
unveiled by the Education Secretary, except to recall 
that it was launched before he saw the light of the 
holistic approach. When the new target of CSE grade 
4 for all is clamped down on the schools, no doubt all 
this pupil-centred nonsense will be set aside and the 
low attainers will be sent back to their books. 

Nevertheless, it will provide useful experience in 
the long-term, and in the short-term it appears to be 
doing good for quite a few pupils, so the best answer 
must be to seize hold of £2ra gift-horses while the 
going Is good.

endorsement of the value of education 
in the prison setting. In striking con-

Prison education is un unexplored 
m en for most educationists. Yet, mud) 
goes on that is exciting, imaginative, 
and of high quality - and it is carried 
out under institutional pressures and in 
an environment which would defeat 
many teachers employed outside. 

In addition to cuts, which have 
affected prison education as well u 
education generally, prison educating 
suffers particularly from the organia- 
tional problems of prisons. All too 
often it appears near the bottom of tfe 
list of priorities when prison officers 
are allocated for duties. This can mein 
n total close-down of education In a 
prison for days at a time, so that 
classrooms stand empty while prison- 
ers stagnate in their cells. Opportuni- 
ties for education vary widely fromont 
prison to another and range from ilk I 
very goad to the almost non-existent. 1 
Tlius, a prisoner’s access to educa- 
tion is largely a matter of chaqce, 
depending on which prison he or she 
happens to end up in. This is [Me- 
feasible. *#***•■* 

The select committee put * to* 
centre of its argument the ‘need 
establish a basic legal right of prisoner 
to have access to .some occupation 
during the day.

Science teachers Row on poly admissions plan 


baffled by 
APU reports

Teachers have learned little from the 
lengthy reports on children’s attain- 
ments in science produced by the 
Assessment of Performance Unit. 

According to new research, many 
have found them too complicated and 
have been disappointed not to be given 
expert summaries. 

The open-ended nature of the re- 
ports, which avoid making judgments 
about pupils' performance, has also • 
baffled teachers. ' 

The research paper, written by three 
members of the APU science monitor- 
ing team at Chelsea College, London, 
says; “Many teachers found the full 
report of the results too complicated 
and did not feel able to engage with it. 
They sought, expected and were pre- 
pared to rely on work by experts to 
summarize for them the overall mes- 
sage of the complex data. 

“Hie teachers expected standards to 
have been defined by someone; they 
were surprised to find that the moni- 
toring team did not refer to what is 
expected or satisfactory, appeared un- 
willing to make their own Judgments 
and indeed were disconcerted at what 
they saw as an attempt to impose on 
them responsibilities for judgment 
which belonged to the ‘experts 
• Much of the paper - produced by 
Professor Paul Black, director, of 
Chelsea’s Centre for Science and 


and' Tony Orgee - describes a 
none-too-successful attempt to estab- 
lish such yardsticks of satisfactory test 
performance. 

Groups of teachers, advisers, pa- 
rents and employers were asked to 
predict how 11 -year-olds would fare on 
a sample of APU science quest idns. 

They were also asked to Bpecify the 
lowest acceptable level of performance 
for a group of children. 

• Few clear patterns emerged 
although the actual performance of the 
children approximated roughly to the 
expectations of teachers and advisers. 

Harticularlv strikinu is the wide 


just 20 per cent of 1 1-year-olds would 
be able to answer a question about 
food content, whereas, at the other 
end of the scale, another teacher said 
that 90 per cent would set it right. 

In fact, 85 per cent of children could 
answer the question - considerably 
more than was predicted from the 
averaged responses from primary 
teachers and science advisers. 

The authors say that their results 
show that opinions about education, 
whether expressed by politicians, pa- 
rents or journalists, are the product of 
“ideology and values”, not “evi- 
dence”. They said; “They tan be 
misleading and pointless despite the 
legitimacy of their concern.” 


A row between the University Central 
Council on Admissions and the DES 
reveals how close arrangements for the 
proposed polytechnic central admis- 
sion scheme are to stalemate. 

The DES announced last week that It 
was giving £100,000 to set the scheme 
off the ground - but only on condition 
that it was aclf-financlng, that there 
would be an early extension to the 
major colleges, and that it would link In 
with the universities’ scheme. 

But Mr Ronald Kay, secretary of 
UCCA, has written to the DES saying 
the conditions were never agreed by the 
UCCA council.

‘1 am at a loss about the conditions 
attached to your grant. The conditions 
were not known to the council at Its 
meeting.” he wrote. 

Mr Kay said this week that, although 
he knew what DES views about the 
scheme were. It was not known that 
they were attaching these conditions to 
the award of the grant. 

Mr Harry Kay, vice chancellor of 
Exeter University and chairman of 
UCCA, said that the conditions were a 
matter between the DES and the 


polytechnics. 

He also said It was unclear what the 
DES meant when it talked about link- 
ing the poly scheme with the existing 


universities scheme. 

According to the DES, the misunder- 
standing arose because the council did 
not receive a DES letter outlining the 
Government's conditions before its 
meeting. The DES wrote to UCCA on 
the January 10, for their meeting two 
days later, saying a copy of their 
conditions was e noosed — but this was 
not In the envelope.

About half of the local education 
authorities in England have still to set 
up school governing bodies which 
include directly elected parent and 
teacher governors. 

But all 27,000 maintained schools in 
England and Wales will have to have 
the new-style governing bodles_ by 
September 1 next year. Nearly four 
years after the passing of the Educa- 
tion Act 1980, the Government has 
finally named the date by which this 
part of the legislation will apply to all 
schools. (Until now, the provisions 
applied mandatorily only to new and 
reorganized schools.) 

The Department of Education sent 
out a circular letter on Monday to all 
Le.a.s and governors of voluntary 
schools informing them of the dead- 
line. The Act's requirements are: 


• All schools (except linked primaries | 
or those with special permission to be 
grouped,) must have separate gov- 
erning bodies; 

• County, and voluntary controlled 
schools must have at least two directly 
elected parent governors, and aided 
schools at Least one; 

• Schools with fewer than 300 pupils 
must have at least one teacher gov- 
ernor, and bigger schools at least two. 

News of the deadline was “warmly 
welcomed” by the National Union of 
Teachers. , ,

M aybe il*s because we’re in the 
depths of winter, or because 
the jobs section fills only a 
derisory half dozen pages in

Biddy Passmore analyses the proposed changes in the Solihull selection report 

Selection on a direct course 


Last week's report by Mr Colin Hum- 
phrey, Solihull s director of education, 
on reintroducing selection and raising 
standards, is an unusual document. 

It is not written in the bland, 
impersonal prose so beloved of CEOs, 
steering councillors unobtrusively to- 
wards tne desired conclusion. This is 
largely because the main conclusion 
was already fixed: the Tory-controlled 
education committee voted for the 
principle of selection last autumn and 
was simply asking for a report on how 
to implement it. 

But Mr Humphrey prefers the direct 
approach anyway. Take mixed ability 
teaching. “Some theorists argue", his 
report says, "that mixed ability 
I teaching Is a logical consequence of 
comprehensive education and a neces- 
sary concomitant to equality of oppor- 
tunity . . . Personally I would not 
agree with any of this and my view is 
that mixed ability teaching too often 
leads to inequality of opportunity." 

Mr Humphrey and his committee, 
chaired by the strongly pro-selective 
Mr Michael Ellis, and guided by Mr 
Bob .Meacham, the council leader, 
have little time for the pure milk of 
comprehensive doctrine. The report is 
concerned with practicalities. Has the 
comprehensive system in Solihull 
worked in the 10 years since it was 
Introduced? Has it raised standards 
and/or reduced inequality of oppor- 
tunity? If not, might something else 
work better? 

On standards, Mr Humphrey con- 
cedes that there is little hard evidence 
one way or the other. ' 


The comprehensive reorganization 
of 1974 happened to coincide with the 
local government reshuffle, when the 
old county borough of Solihull 
absorbed an area of Birmingham over- 
spill from Warwickshire, since 1974, 
however, O level standards have con- 
tinued to rise, with the first results from 
purely comprehensive intakes making 
no significant difference after 1979. 

"The proponents of comprehensive 
education will no doubt point to the 
overall improvement," the report says, 
“On the other hand, it could be argued 
thal overall improvement was ex- 
pected and that if comprehensive 
education could not work in Solihull, it 
would not work anywhere." 

In absence of local evidence, Mr 
Humphrey resorts to the recent 
national study by Cox and Marks, 
which claimed to show that the com- 
bined results of pupils at grammar and 
secondary modem schools were as 
much as a third better than those of 
comprehensive school pupils. 

In any case, his chief concern 
appears to be the variation in stan- 
dards between one school and 
another, even where catchment areas 
are similar. "It cannot be regarded as 
satisfactory", he says, “that in one 
school 62.8 per cent of pupils leaving in 
1983 achieved five O levels ot more 
and that, at the same time, four other 
schools got less than 8 per cent, one 
school, indeed, achieving only 3.7 per 
cent." (The average figure for the 
borough is 25.2 per cent, compared 
with a national average of about 22 per 
cent.) 


But do comprehensive schools help 
children from different backgrounds to 
understand each other? And would a 
selective school be more divisive? No 
on both counts, according to Mr 
Humphrey. 

He remarks that parents arc now 
buying their way into desirable catch- 
ment areas by paying inflated prices 
for houses and that children tend to 
stick with their own kind, whatever the 
structure of school. Indeed, he adds, a 
selective school might well be less 
divisive as it would draw pupils from 
the whole borough. 

He stresses that a worrying feature 
of the comprehensive system is the 
large-scale exodus of bright 11-yeai- 
olds horn the maintained sector. 
Three-quarters of the pupils with 
NFER scores over 115 at one of the 
borough’s primary schools go on to the 
independent sector and well over half 
at others. A selective school would 
probably keep many of these children 
in the maintained sector, he says. 

The report concludes: “One way of 
attempting to ensure that pupils' abili- 
ties are not left undeveloped would be 
to concentrate them in an environment 
which offers greater stimulus and 
academic competition and it could be 
argued that selection on ability, for- 
mally and properly administered, 
would enhance the prospects of these 
pupils”. 

Though the report does not explicit- 
ly say so, both Mr Humphrey and Mr 
Ellis believe that removing the bright- 
est would also enable schools to con- 
centrate more effort on pupils of

The report's solution is the estab- 
lishment of one coeducational 11-16 
school, based on Tudor Grange com- 
prehensive, admitting some 24u pupils 
a year (the top 10 per cent of the age 
group). They would be selected on the 
basis of a voluntary test of attainment: 
better than intelligence tests, argues 
Mr Humphrey, because they measure 
attainment rather than potential. 

The report is not, however, exclu- 
sively devoted to selection. More than 
half of it concerns the raising of 
standards in all the borough secondary 
schools, of which there wul be 1 4 when 
the present phase of closures is com- 
plete. Much of it reads like the Con- 
servative Manifesto. 

Among the changes Mr Humphrey 


□ an end to mixed ability teaching; 

□ more emphasis on school uniform, 
with the rcintroductlon of clothing 
grants as soon as money permits; 

□ standardization of the school day, 
which is half an hour longer in some 
schools than in others;

O more inspectors to improve quality 
control. 

The repoTt is to be discussed by the 
education committee on February 26 1 
and by the full council on March 6. I 
Mr Humphrey warns that a decision I 
must be made quickly on the selective 
school if it is to start up in 1985 - and, 
with the choice of Tudor Grange, it 
nows seems likely (hat the plan will be 
adopted. (Opposition centred on 
Araen School, another possible candi- 
date.) 

Even if it is not, however, he says 
firmly that the improvements called 
for in the second part of the report are 
“necessary and will require addit s cnal 
resources", reminding councillors that 
Solihull now spends less per secondary 
pupil than any other west Midlands 
authority. 

Whatever is decided, Mr Michael 
Ellis will not be around to sec it 
through. He announced last week that 
he is stepping down from the council in 
May tor business and personal 
reasons. | 

But Mr Meacham will be there to 
keep a beady eye on the council’s 
education policies. And the man 
selected to stand in Mr Ellis's ward is 
not going to rock the educational boat.

Heads tell how schools 
could do better 


Headteachers have produced their 
own analysis of what Es wrong with 
secondary schools and how it should be 
put right, . „ 

A new report from the Secondary 
Heads Association, copies of which 
are to be sent to every chief education 
officer in the country, pinpoints 12 key 
areas where schools need to do better. 

The examination system is, not 
surprisingly, singled out for special 
attention. SHA snys that schools 
attach too much importance to 
academic qualifications, which are 
geared to the one-fifth of pupils who gn 
on to higher education, and allow 
exam syllabuses to dominate the curri- 
culum. The result can be “sterile, rote 
learning** and “safe teaching 
methods”. 

Failure is built in for around two- 
fifths of youngsters and leads to 
“alienation, deskilling, and loss of 
dignity and seif-respect”. 

The report also criticizes teaching 
styles. They “tend to promote passive 
dependency and resourcelessness, 
rather than autonomy, independence, 
in ter- dependence . and resourceful- 
ness". Youngsters are given too little 
opportunity to manage their own 
learning. 

Content, not process, takes priority

in lessons which tend to over-empha- 
sizc intellectual skills and pay too little 
attention to a child's physical and 
emotional development. 

Schools should also lay more stress 
on the achievements of youngsters 
working in groups, rather than concen- 
trating on those individuals, SHAsRys. 

Greater efforts should be made to 
develop "pupils’ creativity, coping 
skills and cooperation", it adds, saying 
there should be more "coherence in 
the curriculum” which is too often a 
ragbag of single subjects without any 
overall rationale. 

The report snys that schools are 
trying to adapt to the demands of a 
changing society but that many are 
"immobilized" by the pressures on 
them from the exam system, the 
out-moded ideas of parents and em- 
ployers, external political forces and 
their own traditional custodial role. 

“Schools are too often the scapegoat 
of society," SHA says. 

Nevertheless, SHA does not believe 
that heads and schools are helpless in 
the face of these difficulties. Mrs Anne 
Jones, chairman of the curriculum 
working party, said that the associa- 
tion had been greatly encouraged to 
find that Sir Keith Joseph, the Educa- 
tion Secretary, shared many of their 


views. 

The report was not seeking to point 
the finger of blame at heads and 
schools; rather it was designed to give 
them the confidence to move forward. 

“We have the power to change 
things," Mrs Jones said. 

SHA’s remedy is ambitious changes 
in the school curriculum. 

“The secondary curriculum should 
nurture, extend and develop in all 
pupils of whatever ability, a whole 
range of skills: creative, practical, 
physical, social, aesthetic, expressive, 
intellectual, moral and personal. 

"These skills can be developed 
across the whole curriculum, a kina of 
weft against which the knowledge 
provides a warp. These skills are as 
important for the academically 
inclined as they are for the less 
academically inclined." 

The report proposes an elaborate 
“common core'* for the timetable of 
tomorrow’s comprehensive. Every 
child should have courses in com- 
munications and languages, numeracy 
and spatial reasoning, technology ana 
sciences, the expressive arts, environ- 
mental and economic studies, social 
and political studies, moral and spir- 
itual development, vocational and re- 
creational studies and interpersonal

skills and skills for living. 

It also culls for more “flexibility" in 
the shape of the school duy and 
advocates modular courses in certain 
circumstances. Pupils should be en- 
couraged to usscss (heir own perform- 
ance. 

"It is important for pupils to be 
involved in assessing their own prog- 
ress. Pupils need time to reflect on 
their experience and realize what they 
have learnt. Pupils need to work out 
for themselves what they need to 
improve." 

SHA says it will take “time, courage 
and a great deal of in-service training 
and mutual support” to bring into 
effect the proposed shakc-up. 

These points were underlined by 
Mrs Jones who said it was very hurd for 
a head to reduce the emphasis on 
exams in his school when those around 
him bowed to pressures from purents 
and employers and made them the lop 
priority. 


Public 
poll over 
selection 

A research organization is to carryout 
n public opinion poll over Redbridge 
Council's pluns to increase selective 
education. 

However, the exercise has been 
condemned as u “slmm" by parents' 
groups and others. They claim that the 
'Urvey questionnaire 1S weighted to 
favour two options being put forward 
by the Conservatives who contrpl the 
council. 

The Harris Research Centro is to 
send u leaflet outlining the proposals to 
the 33, (KM households with children at 
Redbridge schools. Parents are to fill 
in a questionnaire. 

One council option would reduce 
the number of comprehensive secon- 
dary schools by three but keep the 
existing system of mixing selective 
education with comprehensive educa- 
tion. However, because the borough's 
two grammar schools remain un- 
. touched, the percentage of punit 
going to a grammar school wauldbe 
increased from between 7-8percentto 
11-12 per cent. 

The second option would create two 
new grammar schools, increasing the 
number of children receiving selective 
education to 25 per cent. 

Other options, such as a fully com- 
prehensive system and the establish- 
ment or sixth-form colleges, are briefly 
mentioned on a later page of the 
leaflet.

M anchester pupils are likely to 
go into the house renovation 
Business next year - doing up 
and selling an old property as 
part of an ambitious scheme involving 
seven schools. 

The main feature of the Manchester 
approach, known as Alternative Curri- 
culum Strategies, has been the free- 
dom given io the schools to work out 
their own programmes. As a result 
ACS means something different in 
each school (though three are working 
together in a consortium). At any one 
time pupils may be helping in a nursery 
school', making tapes for a school radio 
station, riding, or working on a con- 
servation project. 

We want to be somewhere between 



formal traditional way of secondary 
schools,” said Mrs Ethel Mi I ray, the 
city’s chief inspector. Though they will 
obviously not be providing the sort of 
activities found in primary school, they 
will be trying to see which practices can 
be adapted for lower-attaining pupils. 

As elsewhere the Manchester 
scheme arose from work already under 
way in the schools as pari of an attempt 
to rethink the traditional exam-domin- 
ated curriculum, 

"What we have tended to do in the 
past is say that because you haven't the 
ability you can’t leanr said Mrs Mil- 
roy. ^Everyone hBs been told they’re 
unmusical or whatever. The liberating 
effect for teachers is that teaching can 
create ability. Children do become 
more able.” 

One school, Ellen Wilkinson High, 
has deliberately decided not to identify 
loW-attalning pupils and has produced 
a scheme that fits in with the normal, 
options for all pupils. Others have 
picked out a target group for whom 
ACS is a full time commitment for two 
years. The three schools in the 
Wythenshawe consortium - Arden, 
Brookway, and Newall Green - each 
chose 24 pupils from among their 
bottom 40 per cent for a coherent 
course. 

One of the few principles that has 
been laid down for all tnc schools in 
ACS is that pupils should have an 
opportunity to choose their own pack- 
age where appropriate. One boy at 
Ellen Wilkinson, - for example, had 
become much more cooperative since 
he' had been allowed to do a Rastafa- 
rian study on his own one day a week. 

“Probably the most significant thing 
we can do is put the pupil into the 
central role In the derision process," 
said Mr Mike Gockett, the project 
leader. “Pupils’ opinions are asked and 
respected. If you’re making real efforts 
to meet them some of the way that has 
a transforming effect on both pupils 
and teachers. But he admitted that 
this did not yet apply lo all the schools. 

So far about 300 pupils arc involved 
but the number is rising. The eventual 
cost will be £900,000 spread over three 
years and half that sum is coming from' 
[he EEC. The balance will .be split 
between the DES and the local au- 
thority. 

It Is up to each school ,how they 
spend the one third that has bebn set 
aside for equipment,' materials and 
visits. The - rest is going ori extra 
staffing: a project leader and clerk; 15 
teachers and a parMime clerid assis- 
tant In each school. .. 

* On top of that there will be seven 
external evaluators, based at Manches- 
ter Polytechnic, as well as the further 
education staff and others whose ser- 
vices will be bought in as and when 
they are needed, Inevitably, part of the 
experiment will be to see which ele- 
ments of the various approaches are

Finding a happy medium 


Mrs Milroy is understandably reluc- 
tant to make any claims about the 
success of ACS so far but points out 
that one early result is that attendance 
has noticeably improved. “We may not 
know what we are doing right yet, but 
it seems to be working." 

The experience of the first year has 
given the schools enough confidence to 
start making more ambitious plans for 
next year. Plant Hill High for example, 
is planning to buy a run-down house, 
and using pupils alongside skilled 
adults (perhaps the unemployed), re- 
novate it with the aim of selling it for a 
profit. Other big projects under discus- 
sion include the construction of a cabin 
cruiser from a kit and the opening of a 
city farm.

In the three Wythenshawe schools 
that are working as consortium the 
target group of low attainers are not 
doing anything radically new, accord- 
ing to Mr Ray Owen, who is coordinat- 
ing the consortium. “What is new is 
that it is a coherent package for the 
whole week. We looked at what was 
successful both in the traditional curri- 
culum and also extra-curricular activi- 
ties and have brought them together.’’ 

As in the other ACS schools, their 
programme includes a residential ele-- 
ment - last term the group spent a 
week in the Lake District. It has also 
allowed them the money (£1,000) and 
time to design and build their own 
“multi-skills base" in a former clas- 


room, with an informal arrangement 
. of furniture, walls covered with dis- 
plays, and videos, monitors, a type- 
writer and computer. 

“One of tfie places I went quite often 
during the planning was to a primary 
school classroom, to remind myself of 
the relationship between the teacher 
nnd pupils.” Mr Owen said. And 
superficiaHy the multi-skills base looks 
closer lo the primary classroom than 
the conventional secondary school 
room. 

From this term the pupils from each 
of the schools will be joining mixed 
groups for Tuesday afternoons in FE 
colleges. At Wythenshawe College 
they will be able to do horticulture, 
and engineering and motor vehicle 
maintenance. At Ficlden Park office 
skills and silk screen printing are on 
offer, nnd at Arden Sixth Form Col- 


lege there will be a choice of photogra- 
phy and video, or computers. 

Initially ACS has been developed 
separately within each school in the 
consortium - Brookway is specializing 
in outdoor pursuits, Arden in video, 
and Newall Green In rural studies-but 
the aim is eventually to integrate all 
three groups. 

Like other AGS schools, the consor- 
tium is going in for community pro- 
jects. Arden, pupils for example, plan- 
ned a Victorian melodrama to take 
into the community, and not only 
designed the costumes but wrote the 
script. 

So far there are no commercial 
projects going, though there is a firm 
proposal to set up and run a school 
bookshop at Brookway. 

Plant Hill started with 16 boys and 
eight girls, but plans to Increase the 
number in the coming terms. They 
remain with other 14-year-olds for 
maths. English, contemporary studies 
and recreation. For the rest of the 
week, about half, the timetable, they 
take part in ACS. 

On Monday afternoons last term 
one group redesigned their base room 
while others weTe involved in a drama 
project. On Wednesday afternoons it 
was “environmental, and scientific 
education", which entailed a photo- 
graphic study on transport in the city.

How to handle 
controversial 
subjects in class

Teachers have hecn told to face up to 
.their own prejudices before tackling 
controversial topics in the classroom. 

This guidance comes from the Inner 
London Education Authority's social 
science and history inspectors and is 
aimed at eliminating the possibility of 
teachers indoctrinating their pupils. It 
is contained in a 108-page document 
on social sciences that tne inspectors 
have sent to all secondary schools in 
the authority. 

One section gives examples of con- 
troversies - the use of firearms by the 
police, attitudes to rape and racialist 
violence - and sets out how teachers 
should approach them in their lessons. 

'Teachers need to recognize that 
since they speak from a position of 
authority in the classroom their opin- 
ions can have a considerable influence 
on the thoughts and actions of pupils,” 
it says. 

"Many teachers would find such a

position of neutrality difficult to main- 
tain and some would argue it is 
inappropriate. What is essential, 
however, is that teachers carefully 
examine their own views on controver- 
sial issues and make an honest apprais- 
al of their personal bias . . . 

“It can be very helpful for pupils to 
know their teachers’ views, providing 
these arc offered as one among many 
possible perspectives on an issue with 
no more weight or ‘truth’ than any 
other.” 

Mr Trevor Jagear, ILEA's chief 
inspector for schools, has already told 
the headmaster of Daneford School in 
east London to bring the guidelines to 
the attention of Mr Chris Searle, the 
acting head of humanities, who has 
written that children should be taught 
“the righteousness Of revolutionary 
violence” against American “imperial- 
ist tyranny .

Two schools get 
complaints notices

Sir Keith Joseph, the Education 
Secretary, has issued notices of com- 
plaint against two religious schools. 

‘ A Jewish primary school in London, 
where secular studies do not begin 
until some pupils have been on tne 
premises for nine hours, faces closure 
if drastic changes are not made. 

HM Inspectors found secular in- 
struction amounted to only 4-6 hours a 
week compared with the recom- 
mended minimum of 20 hours for 
children over eight. 

A Notice of Complaint under sec- 
tion 71 of the 1944 Education Act was 
filed against the school and against 
another religiously-orientated school, 
the Coventry Christian Academy, also 
visited last year by HM1. 

The schools must now make speci- 
fied improvement or be struck off the 
Register of Independent Schools. 

An independent school proprietor 
has a statutory right of appeal against a 
Notice of Complaint to a specially 
convened independent schools tribun- 
al. The appeal must be lodged within 
one month of the notice. It is a criminal 
offence to operate an unregistered 
independent school. 

Tne .Talmud Torah Machzikei 
Hadass school, Hackney - with 248 
boys on the roll. - is run by the 
orthodox Jewish Belz community 
whose first language for the majority is - 
Yiddish. 

Relationships within the school were 
found to be good with a strong sense of 
community and the boys friendly and 
open. 

But Hebrew studies predominate 
and although the boys enjoy them they 
cannot, as conducted at present, be 
considered to contribute to secular 
education. Consequently “the time 
allocated to secular education ... is ' 
far too short to enable proper courses 
to be developed and implemented. 
Further, the timing of the periods, 
which start between 2 p.n). and 4.45 
p.m; is quite unacceptable, coming as 
they do when boys have been on the 
premises for up to nine hours." .

Damages for putting 
on weight criticized

As though to reassure the ESFA

In the end, the pay data report may 
ensure that the rhetoric advanced by 
both sides in support of teachers’ claim 
and local authorities' offer is more 
factually based than before.

Both the physics and chemistry 
surveys were carried out last yeor - 
although the biology survey is three 
years old. The physics survey pro- 
duced a 50 per cent response to a 
questionnaire sent to 10,208 members 
of the institute, the chemistry survey a 
63.5 per cent response from 24,408 
members, and the Biology survey a 32 
per cent response to 10,500 question- 
naires. 

The figures from the Institute of 
Physics salary survey show that only 
those teachers aged under 25 ever cam 
more than their counterparts outside 
the classroom. But even among those, 
all earn less on average than those 
employed by nationalized industries or 
public corporations. In industry, those 
in the upper and median pay brackets 
also earn more than teachers. 

The difference between salaries be- 
comes even more marked with age. 
For instance, teachers aged between 
55 and 59, who are near the top of their 
salary tree, corn only 55.9 per cent on 
average of the salaries available to 
their counterparts in nationalized in- 
dustries or public corporations. 

In chemistry, teachers in every age 
croup - on average - are earning less 
than chemists in government, 
nationalized industry, commercial or 
local government employment, Again, 
the differences in pay become more 
-marked with age. 

The differences are even sharper in 
biology - although the figures here 
date back to 1980. They show that 
teachers aged belweon 55 and 59 earn 
only 50.4 per cent of the salaries of 
those employed in industry and 56 per 
cent of the salaries of those employed 
in government.

Ability rather than social status is the 
factor most closely related to progress 
through the education system, largely 
determining how Tar a student goes in 
the system and how well he or she 
performs in it. 

This is the main finding of a study of 
500 pupils canied out by Dr Vincent 
Greaney and Dr Thomas Kellaghan, 
of the Educational Research Centre, 
St Patrick's College, Drumcondra, 
Dublin. 

• Over 15 years the authors carefully 
followed the educational progress of 
the pupils through the school system 
up to the time they left school and 
entered their first occupations. 

At the outset they obtained data on 
such factors as student socio-economic 
status, family size, primary school 
attendance.,: ;■ achievement while -• at 


primary school ..typepfprlmary school 
attended/ personality characteristics, - 
sex, and student ability. ‘

was obtained until the student ac- 
quired a job.

Ability was again found to be impor- 
tant when the researchers considered 
achievement as measured by public 
examinations. It correlated more high- 
ly with overall performance on the 
intermediate certificate examination 
(usually taken around the age of 15) 
than did any other variable. 

The best predictor of a student's 
occupational status on leaving school 
was the student’s attainment - that is, 
tile level of the educational system 
which he or she had reached before 
leaving. The correlation between level 
of attainment and future occupational 
status was very close to those found in 
American studies.. • 

But while ability was the most . 
important factor the authors found 
that abqut 30 per cent of the most able 
students dropped out of the system 
before; they, got a change to take their 
leaving, certificate: the bulk, in the

Figures vary according to the criteria 
used to measure illiteracy. UNESCO 
defines Illiteracy as "being unable to 


read, write and understand a short and 
simple text related to everyday life". 
Taking that definition, one study (n 
Nice concluded that 20 per cent of 
children in the area were functionally 
Illiterate. 

•Up to now, literary projects have 
been seen as the domain of social 
workers or Independent charitable 
agencies. The report, however, under- 
lines the need for coordinated action. 

Suggested steps include more literacy 
teaching among young people, particu- 


larly those dnlng vocational trainJni 
and national service, the creation of a 
permanent commission fkinded by the 
minister, and the national coordination 
of local campaigns. 

Other steps Include the development 
of specialist resource centres, greater 
use of Information technology to com- 
bat illiteracy, and the creation of a 
national network or teachers specially 
trained in adult literacy techniques.

Art atmosphere of absorbed concen- 
tration. pervaded the electrical labora- 
tory.

This was the vocational side of a 
pilot experiment in integrating general .

,hi 1978 at the vocational training 
schools centre In Riisselshelm. south- 
west of Frankfurt. 

. The government-funded first phase 
finished at the end of December, at]d 
the success of this stage has been such 
that the scheme will almost certainly, 
become a regular part of- education in 
Hfcssen, The Education Ministry in 
Wiesbaden is, however, awaiting com- 


pletion of the similarly Bonn-funded 
second phase, due to end in 1986 
before it takes the necessary legal step. 
It is also possible that, as funds from 
Bonn would cease if the scheme re- 
ceived this rubber stamp. Hessen is 
reluctant to hurry the matter along. 

Herr Reinhold Bndress, an official 
in the Hessen Education Ministry, 
said; “If the standard of training and 
the commitment of the teachers re- 
main at the same high level, the 
chances of the scheme becoming 
permanent are very good". 

The experiment, one of a wide range 
of schemes which were granted gov- 
ernment funds in the I970S, is unique 
In West Germany, where general and 
vocational education have traditional- 
ly been kept apart. Hen; Rolf Kastner, 
director of the scheme, land whose 
brainchild it originally was, feels that 
the growing role of technology should 
be reflected more fully in schools. 

From the plans he made with 36 
other teachers emerged a six-year 
course in two three-year stages. Pupils 
begin with th£ ninth' class (aged about 
14) and choose a mechanics, electrical 
or business field. After three years; a 
year later than in other schools, they 
take the intermediate exam and, cur- 
rently, a skilled worker’s certificate 
from the Darmstadt Chamber of Trade 
and Industry. 

After the twelfth year they achieve 
polytechnic entrance and, if they stay 
on, in the fourteenth year (also a year 
later than other schools) they can gain 
entrance to any university with Aoitur 
(A levels) and also a state-examined 
"assistant s certificate" in construction 
and production technology, electro- 
nics, or business economics, depend- 
ing pn their field. With this certificate 
they can also go straight out to work. 

V Although mg, principal aim Is a, 
university or polytechnic course, a 
vety few leave after the Intermediate 
exam; Herr Kastner described these as 
the weaker pupils. They 'appear,.

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Civil rights watchdog loses its bite 


America’s perennial war over civil 
rights in education is heating up fol- 
lowing an abrupt change of policy by 
the Civil Rights Commission, the inde- 
pendent watchdog that has traditional- 
ly championed the cause of blacks and 
other ethnic minorities in work and 
education. 

For the first lime the commission has 
came out against the use of quotas in 
“affirmative action” policies designed 
to remedy discrimination. The use of 

a uotns, it said, merely created o new 
uss of victims by denying equal rights 
lo members of majority groups. 

The commission about-turn follows 
a bitter political struggle between 
President Reagan and Congress over 
the commission’s role. It began last 
year when the President, following 
repeated criticisms of his policy by the 
commission’s liberal leadership, tried 
to replace three of its members with 
new appointees known to be sym- 
pathetic to the Administration’s con- 
servative outlook on civil rights. 

Congress blocked the new appoint- 
ments on the grounds that they would 
jeopardize the commission's inde-

psndence. But in a compromise settle- 
ment last November Congress and the 
White House agreed to increase the 
number of commissioners from six to 
eight. 

Commentators assumed that most 
former members of .the commission 
would remain in their posts. But 
President Reagan and his congression- 
al supporters decided instead to 
appoint six new commissioners politi- 
cally attuned to the Administration's 
view. 

Reagan's critics say this has stripped 
the commission of its independent 
standing. 

Before the changes, the commission 
had been an outspoken critic of the 
Administration and a strong supporter 


of compulsory bussihg to end discri- 
mination in the schools. 

In a series of strong statements and 
reports it accused the Justice Depart- 
ment of soft-pedalling on bussing, and 
criticized budget cuts that fell disprop- 
ortionately on minority groups. 

Over recent months, its stance has 
changed radically. An internal memor- 
andum distributed this month by its. 
.new staff director, Ms Linda Chavez, 
called into question many of the poli- 
cies traditionally espoused by the com- 
mission and advocated a more res- 
tricted definition of civil rights in 
education. 

On bussing, for example, Ms Chavez 
proposes "reassessing’' the commis- 
sion's support of compulsory measures 
and studying alternative, voluntary 
measures - a position Identical to that 
of the Administration. 

She also wants the commission to

Academic freedom 

Sir - Unlike Margaret Mnnzoni [TES, 
December 3fi) I do not believe that 
biology teachers are cruel, heartless 
professionals determined to pursue 
their “archaic practices" nt the expense 
of defenceless animals. 

Most biology teachers have taken up 
their profession because tbey have a 
deep and genuine interest in all aspects 
of plant and animal life and the desire 
to transmit this appreciation of living 
things to the next generation. 

Part of their professional responsi- 
bility involves teaching pupils about 
the texture and disposition of the 
organs in an animal's body. They must 
also develop a pupil's manual und 
observational skills, in a biological 
context. 

Anatomv cannot he properly taught 
by using photographs or plastic mod- 
els. Although these teaching aids nre 
useful, pupils can only come to fully 
understand the anatomy of animals by 
examining dissections. 

Tlie use of dissection as a teaching 
technique does not encourage pupils to 
disregard the value of living things. In 
my experience, as head of science at a 
large London comprehensive, it has 
the opposite effect. Nor docs it de- 
sensitize pupils to animal and human 
life - the Nine O'Clock News docs this 
far more effectively. 

Of course I would condemn the 
cruel treatment or indiscriminate 
slaughter of animals in school (or 
elsewhere), but I do not accept the 
view that cruelty is caused by the 
practice of dissection. 

The campaign by the anti-disscciinn 
lobby has for wider implications for 
'teachers .than the future of oqc 
teaching method. It strikes at the very 
roots of academic freedom und a 
professional's legitimate right to leach 
in the way he thinks best.

Abuse of animals

First . should pupils be encour- 
aged to think (hut nil moral Issues are 
just a matter of opinion? Second, bm 
can a balanced view be presented when 
the scales arc being tipped by the 
denial of animal rights in the next town 
(animals in cages)? 

Mr Lock seems to be obsessed with 
certain “confusions". As for as we art 
concerned there are none. Nor are 
there any "inconsistencies" over the 
abuse of animals, he il in schools, 
abattoir, on rivcrb&nk. or regarding 
different species. The problems really 
begin when Mr Lock and others refer 
to living or dead creatures as ‘'re- 
sources, and "abattoir materials". 

Moreover, it is of no use to claim 
that dissection is acceptable by citing 
that: 

• it is usually done by teachers mi 
pupils: 

• Learning is more effective by doing 
(these two seem to contradict ead 
other); 

• Pupils’ reolizntion that cockropd* 
have the usual organs breeds respect. 

If respect is (he aim then leach it, btit 
do not pretend that a teacher or 
anyone else cutting up a dead mmtl 
encourages pupils to treat with cbtc 
that species when found alive. 

Those of us pressing for anin* 
rights maintain that reverence shouifl 
be taught for nil species, and see no 
good reason why anyone, any school 
subject or part of a subject shown 
stand in the way.

Not before time, one might add, in 
view of the fact that the county has 
almost the worst record in England 
and Wales for pupil/teacher ratios.

I .m was Beverley Shaw’s Comprehensive 

■ ■ Schooling - The Impossible Dream? 
VF (Basil Blackwell. 1983). Fortunately I 
took it on holiday, so my mounting auger was 
wM,by a strong sea breeze and the unusually 
relaxed surroundings encouraged me to read on 
to the end. Long before he gets there. Show has 
erased his question mark from the title concluding 
.ihat the comprehensive movement was not so 
much an Impossible dream as a hideous night- 
mare, . 

To my knowledge the book has not been widely 
reviewed and I have met few teachers who have 
read it; Thfe is understandable because It is 
ill-mannered with little prctenco nt objectivity ot 
Mlancq - oil the more surprising when one learns 
itai Mr Shaw works In n university. Nevertheless, 
teachers ought to be challenged by some of his 
^ucojnfQrtablo conclusions,, und now that the 
comprehensive experience is the norm rather 
jnan thc exception, wc should nil be made to think 
riMe.r-hbput its basic philosophy.

When the 
BEC “revolution", as it was labelled in some 
quarters, adopted the same principles but pushed 
them much further, a good mnny colleges or 
further education were already fa miliar with 
them: BEC’s treatment of English was less 
revolutionary than it looked. 

We are about to witness cxuctly the same 
sequence of change, grounded in widely practised 
approaches, using well-designed materials, re- 
garded in many schools as “novel" or “alien" or 
even “unsuitable” because school teachers of 
English have been blind to what has been going 
on in front of them for a number of years. 

The Business Education Council (now, after 
merger with the Technician Education Council, 
BTEC) set up its courses as dusters df modules, 
some core and some optional, which were 
intended to use a common approach of problem- 
solving assignments. In the first few years of BEC 
courses some modules have not realized this 
inrenlion, but the core module, People and 
Communication, did so splendidly. It was built 
into Year I of the national course, to a chorus of 
concern that one year would not be enough and a 
good deal of outright rejection by English 
specialists, but it was to prove the major success 
of all BEC modules. BEC's annual review panel, 
an independent group of employers and teachers, 
studied the work of a national sample of some 60 
colleges each year, and its 1981 review of 
communication work at all levels showed that 
performance was generally well up to and in many 
colleges well ahead of. the standards of the old 
OND. ’• 

The BEC title. People and Communication, is 
not an accident: the social dimension of com- 




municativc language is obvious. It goes back in 
the academic literature to Malinowski and is 
strongly marked \n Language in Use (1971) to 
which many teachers who shared In the BEC 
development acknowledge a debt. The focus on 
communicative competencyin realistic situations 
is quite different ffom the concerns of courses in 
media studies or the A level in communication 
-studies. 

BEC's course specifications were cast In the 
conventional BTEC style of objectives, but all 
competent teachers use these only as a general' 
guide: no English teaching can be held to a set of 
behavioural objectives and survive. The use of. 
forma objectives is often cited as the reason for 
the difference between English and work in 
Mmrnunication skills; with the hope of discredit- 
ing the latter, but the difference between them Is 
more subtle. School English teaching asserts the 
pnopty of leading students to write by enhancing 
then; motivation: the writer' has. to generate the 
nlessage- Witness the terms used such as "essay” 

, “biposhlon' , "Imaginative", “creative" ' "ori-

terms delude them Into supposing that there is a 
useful parahe! between the adult professional 
wnter Und the schOol pupil.

All these fuctorrs point to rapid and cumulative 
clinngc. In the GCE/CSE sector there are bid 
changes taking place as well. The Associated 
Examining Hnanl already has a Basic Numeracy 
certificate in operation, and its Basic English one 
with very useful tests of listening ns well as writing 
and reading, is in its pilut stage at present. Better 
known but as yet of less substance is the move 
towards graded assessments by at least three 
CiCE boards, which persist in the folk-linguistic 
illusion that English is susceptible of graded 1 
testing at all. 

4 The danger with graded 
assessments is that they will 
do what all public 
examinations do; keep

The recent DES Draft Policy Statement on 
Records of Achievement makes an unequivocal 
and very welcome stand against this folly, gpd 
English teachers need to make their endorsement 
of the DES view well known. The danger with’ 
graded assessments, which also lies in wait forflw . 
AEB scheme, is that they will do whal nil public' 
examinations do: keep standards down. When 
teachers and students registered what was deman-' 1 
ded for BEC’s courses, at national and general 
levels alike, the quality of performance rose 
rapidly in college after college. Had the criteria 
been rigidly fixed at the start it would not haw 
been possible to adjust to such Improvement. 

But the AEB’s approach seems to rest on the 
Same basic principles as the BTEC/City and. 
Guilds tradition: concrete and credible situations. 1 
giving rise to fcusihjc but demanding tasks In 
realistic sequence, largely propr against formulaic 
rate-learning and question spotting. The oral side 
draws heavily, too, on the samo model as the 
APU oracy tests (described in The TES, October 
.28, 1983 by MncLurc and Gorman). 

A good assignment can match the student’s 
level.

unknown audience of many people who are 
neutral nr hostile is very fur from simple. That 
does’ not stop many a manager from penning 
office memoranda rebuking juniors he has never 
met for wasting heat or light, hui a modicum of 
insight into how communication works would tell 
such managers to delegate the job until the writer 
and audience arc acquainted. 

Again, a foolish daughter and u foolish pupil 
are checked in very different ways, however much 
teachers might imagine otherwise. These audi- 
ence-linked variations are not quite the same as 
the patterns lu he I led as Register, hut they 
powerfully affect relationships. Thai is why it is 
simplistic to dismiss communication skills 
teaching as inhumane, a point that emerges 
strongly in the HM1 survey. 

It is common experience in communication 
■ courses to find that young people wlm are 
inarticulate when asked to think up something to 
write or say can be surprisingly skilhil in adjust iug 
messages to differences in audience. We have 
seen in our opening illustration, too. that they can 
be severe (much more severe than their teachers 
would risk) in assessing the adequacy of the 
adjustment. FE experience lias been tlint hand- 
ling messages in specific contexts is well within the 
. grasp oF many students who have fniled at 
“English", while they learn a great deal from 
having each other's handling opened up for 
discussion. This holds for written as well as 
spoken work. My own experience as an examiner, 
which enabled me to set BEC general scripts 
alongside the theoretically much “ higher-stan- 
dard" GCE 0 level scripts, made it quite clear 
that the writers perceived the BEC examiners as 
demanding more stringent performance in spell- 
ing. layout and above all in handwriting. 

The communication skills perspective, we must 
conclude, has come to slay in further education ■ 
and is unlikely to leave the schools out of it. 
English teachers can try to ignore it - some ol 
them in FE did [usl that, and have lived to regret 
it. The real problem they face is more difficult: 
bow to bridge the gap between the assumptions 
and habits of communication skills work and 
those of mainstream secondary English. The gap

The benefits of such parental involvement are 
increasingly being recognized In most schools. 
Rending hooks nrc often sent hdme on n 
voluntary basis and comment from parents in- 
vited on record cards. But despite such links with 
the home during the child’s first couple of years at 
school, ninny teachers are still rclucinnt to pul 
such involvement on a formnl level. 

“Teachers wc afraid of loosing tile reins, of 
letting go. They sec themselves us professionals 
n nd are concerned about parents questioning 
wliul they do," says David Wnrsop, head of one of 
the seven Nottinghamshire first schools to take-

A Childhood: Gavin. Channel 4. 
Forty Minutes: Finishing School. 
BBC2. 

Boys get a start in their school lives and 
girls get finished. Such wus my im- 
pression after watching these two 
programmes. In each case the troys or 
girls concerned were the favoured 
(though not necessarily lucky) few 
whose parents had enough money 
and/or ambition to provide both start 
and finish. 

Gavin was a pupil nt a prep school 
or (very) junior crammer’s where the 
redoubtable Mrs berguson put mm 
and his mates through their paces. 
They were being prepared for a series 
of entrance exams to various senior 
and private (public?) schools in their 
area. Having learned in an arithmetic 
lesson how (0 assess the interest 
yielded by their bank accounts, these 
mites strolled, some half a dozen 
strong, across the playing-fields, wor- 
riedly discussing the advantages of a 
good school and their future job 
prospects. Good schools. Good man- 
ners. Good marks. Shades of the 

E rison-house? The boys were probably 
to young to question the merits of a 
system in which they were all en- 
meshed, but - amazingly - not one of 
them even complained. It was taken 
for granted that the exams were Very 
Important. 

And so, in a way, they were - not 
least to the parents. “I think we're 
more uptight than they are,” Gavin's 
mum surmised. But Justin’s mum 


vegetarian) didn’t stand a chance.

Gavin nevertheless managed to win 
two full scholarships, one half scho- 
larship nnd one reserve half scho- 
larship.

What I couldn't 
work out was Gavin’s age, what sort of 
exams he was actuatly taking or what 
sort of schools he was aspiring to- 
wards. These, and many other cir- 
cumstances were, worry! ngly, not ex- 
plained. The absence of any authorial/ 
editorial voice seems to be a device 
particularly dear to the hearts of 
women programme-makers (in this 
case, Angela Pope) these days. Why? 
Do they think it's shamefully, bossily 
male to be an author, for heavens 
sake? Such well-intentioned attempts 
towards objectivity often amount to 
nothing more than a naive fallacy: you 
are already being authorial when you 
choose what to shoot, what to edit and 
how to edit. Besides, it can be con- 
fusing. 

In f inishing School everything was 
spelled out. “Everything we learn here 
is sexist,” said Natalie, whose father 
was paying £15,000 a year for her to 
lean French, cooking, sewing, elemn- 
tary childcare and etiquette, above all, 
etiquette. “You’ve invested a lot of 
capital in me,” she told him over the 
phone from Switzerland, assuring him 
that she intended to pass her final 
exam with flying colours. And she did, 
being evidently brighter and already 
more self-assured than the average 


pupil, “whose academic abilities.” as 
the authorial voice put it, “may not be 
quite sufficient to gain university 
places". 

The exam, which we followed in 
nail-biting detail, was the preparation 
of a buffet lunch, and was attended by 
ail the elaborate ritual of a somewhat 
belated puberty rite. The combination 
of peach-coloured napkins and yellow 
flowers won Natalie extra points, while 
Madame never discovered that the 
Sachertorte had been iced twice. Nata- 
lie emerged from her year of finishing 
equipped to entertain amabssadors 
and bishops and well-versed in the 
rules of hand-shaking. There was no 
evidence that she knew how to shop, 
budget, cook egg and chips or patch a 
child's dungarees, but tnen sne wifi 
probably never be called upon to do 
any of those tasks. No less tnan Gavin 
she emerged triumphant as a credit to 
her parents and an embodiment of 
their moral values. 

Although finishing school can hardly 
be described as a good thing in terms of 
teaching girls how to become women 
rather than ladies, there was no harm in 
any of, really - apart from the snob- 
bery and the triviality. And I suppose 



there is still a demand somewhere for a 
supply of diplomatic wives. We can’t 
all be clever, as the envious neighbours 
used to tell my mother and are prob- 
ably telling Gavin’s mother today. 
Needless to say, we can’t all be rich 
either. If we were, we would spend our 
money on worthier things than 
finishing schools. Well, wouldn't we 
. . . ?

Film Theatre on Saturday, where he 
emphasized, not for the first time, that 
any political message to be found in the 
plays was much less important than 
their strong emotional impact on audi- 
ences.

77ie Muscle 
Market (1981) was a comedy about a 
small time Liverpool building contrac- 
tor trying frantically to elude gangster 
creditors and the Inland Revenue as 
his business went under. This was part 
of Bleasdale’s original plan for the 


most important part of the program- 
mes arc their reconstructions of actual 
performances from all periods of 
theatrical history. Actors Edward Fox 
and Terence Stamp and director 
Michael Elliott recreate sceilcs from; 
Euripides’ The Bacchat in the Greek 
amphitheatre at Dodoni in the second 
programme. In the fifth. Jeremy Irons 
plays Hamlet in a full-scale re construc- 
tion of the Globe Theatre. Later treats

Bleas- 
dale confessed that he doesn’t write 
women's roles very well, and that he 
had only written a full-scale part for 
Angie, Chrissle’s Wife (played by Julio

version Angle had only two lines: 
•There’s somebody at the door for you

But the audience was not there to 
criticize. Boys from the Blackstuff has 
achieved an extraordinary artistic re- 
spectability for a television series, 
enjoying a wide consensus of near- 
reverence. Melvyn Bragg on his Arts 
Review of the. Year suggested that 
self-respecting video-owners would 
have taped the series; Jonathan Miller 
at his goodbye-to-it-all Edinburgh lec- 
ture compared the series with Ulysses. 

So no one minded too much that. 
Bleasdale preferred to tell background 
anecdotes than to analyse his woric. He 
told us ( for example, that Yosser was 
based on a man who was a failed pop 
star (“and to fail as a pop star in 
Liverpool in 1962 you had! to be really 
bad”) and who used to go into a cafe, 
order six plates of poached eggs-on- 
toast and tnen , one at a time, butt them 
with his head. Yosser’s joke in the 
confessional, “I'm desperate, Dan", 
Bleasdale had been waiting to use for 
eight years before he found the right 
place for it. And he explained how 
people In different parts of Liverpool 
nad reacted to' the filming.

Anyone too young or too insular to 
have come across n Is work, but who 
saw Channel 4’s scries The Rest of C L 
R James last summer, must have been 
enthralled by the wit, erudition and 
charm of the octogenarian author. He 
talked of his hopes nnd fenrs for 
America, about the contribution of the 
Caribbean to civilization, about Po- 
land and about . . . cricket. For he is 
not only the grand survivor of the 
aotl-colonial struggle in both the West 
Indies and Africa, lie is nlso the doyen 
of cricket correspondents: oac of those 
who turned that field of journalism 
into an art. 

His present publishers have treated 
him quite handsomely, not only in 
re issuing his long unobtainable books 
from the Thirties, but in collecting his 
selected writings from fugitive sources 
over many decades. This third such 
volume concludes with a 25-page 
bibliography which is itself an absorb- 
ing record of a life busy in many 
spheres and many countries. 

Apart from including more of his 
eBriy fiction this book ranges from a 
transcript of the author's discussions 



with Trotsky in 1939 to his reflections 
on Solidarity in Poland in 1981 . But the 
most absorbingly interesting material 
is to do with aspects of the Caribbean 
and with Africa. There is a marvellous 
account of his friend from boyhood in 
Trinidad, George Padmore, the 
"father of African emancipation" and 
an acute critical study of Kwame, 
Nkrumah, and a splendid example of 

t usi why James is held In such esteem 
>y cricket enthusiasts in an account of 


the West Indian batsman Rohan 
Kanhai. 

Solemn pundits of the race relations 
industry, searching for someone to tell 
them what to think about Rasta, 
should read the remarks he made in a 
review in 1964 of Orlando Patterson’s 
novel 77ie Children of Sisyphus on 
"Rastafari at Home and Abroad”, 
where he manages to be both allusive 
and incisive. 

James's political evolution has been 
from the ILP of the Thirties, which in 
this country was one of the few. 
platforms for exiled advocates of colo- 
nial independence, through Trotsky- 
ism to the position in which he was, 
associated with Raya Dunayerskaya, 
in what 1 suppose should oe called, 
Marxist Humanism. He retains a re- 
volutionary optimism, in which in spite 
of the tragedies and disitlusionmems of 
the last JO years, he still clings to the 
banners of Caribbean Federation and; 
of Pan- Africanism." It is absolutely 
characteristic of him that he should see ; 
Lech Walesa and Solidarity as the true 
heirs of Lenin, and that he should' 
confidently look for a mass movement 
of the American people against the 
horrors of the foreign and domestic 
policies of the US government.

It's confusing to be knocked up by an 
American, for whereas in Britain 
knock someone up means “awaken 
someone by knocking", in American 
slang it means “make someone preg- 
igant". 

When one expression has two very 
different meanings in the two varieties, 
there can be misunderstandings ga- 
lore. If your invitation is for 1.12.84, 
better check where it's from. If it’s 
local, relax: it's not till December l. If 
it’s from America, too bad: it was for 
January 12.

Dr Shaw identifies the 
major problems as flourishing con- 
struction industry but poor agricultural 
performance. rapid population 
growth, the failure to integrate women 
into the development process and the 
failure to adapt the education systems 
to produce the needed skilled work- 
force of the future. As a former United 
Nations development official. Dr 
Shaw is able to take a longer view of 
the effects of the oil boom and predicts 
that unless these issues arc tackled 
quickly they will be impossible to 
remedy them later on. The book has 
good clear tables uiid extensive statis- 
tical infonnatiun und will he useful to 
anyone concerned with population and 
development studies.

In-service Training of Primary 
Teachers In Africa. Edited by Jeremy

The task of providing in-service train- 
ing for primary teadiers in countries 
with expanding needs, contracting 
budgets, large numbers of unqualified 
or stih-i|iiahficU teachers, and con- 
siderable migration of the better 
trained teachers to junior secondary 
schools, is a daunting one and it isn't 
surprising that the ringing intcntktnsof 
national development plans to provide 
further training for all primary 
teachers are curried out in patchy and 
incoherent schemes. 

The 1 NSET Africa project, reported 
in this book, covered 13 English-' 
speaking countries, each of which 


contributed a researcher to the project 
team. The results succeed in providing 


a practical focus for thought and policy 
making. The .synthesis or the results of 
country-by-country enquiries is filled 
out by 17 case-studies of different 
approaches. 

Some problems will disappear with 
time - such ns the lurge corps of 
devoted primary teachers whose qual- 
ifications have been overtaken by 
younger entrants to the profession, 
and who arc resentful that those 
younger people have higher status and 
promotion clmnccs. 

Others will rcnuiin: the tension 
between providing academic in-service 
training, which the teachers them- 
selves want, and practical courses lu 
improve teaching skills and knowledge 
of children, or me isolation of si*ff« 
the training colleges, from new crow 
culum developments. . 

The survey shows the difficulties nt

The consequences of ignorance 


Pregnancy among young teenuge girls 
is hardly a new problem in developing 
countries, but it is a growing one. 
Trying to prevent it is just one argu- 
ment among many for improving the 
provision of sex education. 

[f pregnant schoolgirls arc asked 
what they know about reproduction it 
U clear that more discussion ubout the 
consequences of sexual feelings could 
have saved them, their famines mid 
their babies 0 great deal of suffering, as 
evidence from Grenada shows. Young 
pregnant girls there said they thought 
their bodies were too immature to 
"catch” a pregnoncy and so they had 
not thought they could become 
mothers as a result of sexual inter- 
course. Others limited their sexunl 
encounters to one a week, thinking 
that would prevent pregnancy. 

Throughout much of the Third 
World the consequences of such ignor- 
ance are evident. Unwanted pregnan- 
cy among young adolescents in Africa 
is reaching epidemic proportions. The 
rising number of botched abortions is 
causing serious concern in Sri Lanka, 
where the procedure is illegal. Sexual- 
ly transmitted disease is spreading fast 
and can result in infertility. These are 
powerful reminders of what can go 
wrong. In addition the anguish which 
can be caused by ignorance and fear 
about sex can have repercussions 
throughout adult Ufc. For example it is 
advisable for women to wait until their 
late teens before having a first baby. 
Infant and maternal mortality rates 
would begin to fall if that simple fact 
ware known and heeded. Or, in the' 
case of couples who want n child but 
think they arc unable to have one, 
nluch heartache might be avoided if 
they knew the time of month at which 
women are most likely to conceive. 
There is no doubt that sex - or

family life” - education is neglected 
by many schools and many govern- 
ments in rich and poor countries alike 
Three-quarters of the children current- 
ly aged under 15 will have no access to 
teaching about reproductive health, 
according to estimates by the Interna- 
tional Planned Parenthood Federa- 
tion. What information children do 
aquire is likely to come from their 
mends and family and to have been 
laced with false or poorly understood 
“facts". 

There are a variety of reasons for 
this neglect, and in some countries a 
distaste for the subject is enshrined in 
the law: while in the Philippines sex 
education is mandatory, in Indonesia 
and Sierra Leone it is not and in Chad, 
where the law is modelled on the 
French nnti-contraception law of 1920, 
education about reproductive health is 
banned. 

Even where the law cannot be 
invoked against sex education, reli- 
gious views and custom may be. In- 
deed it would be hard to find two 
people, let alone two nations, who 
agreed entirely about what should be 
taught to children at what age. Mod- 


experiment, sooner than adults think 
they should. There is no evidence to 
support this view. All that research has 
shown so far is that if a sex education 
course includes information about 


emtzation and rapid change can add to 
the uncertainty ir, as in Nigeria, many 
of the traditional duties of parents are 


given to schoolteachers, but not that of 
teaching about sexual relations.

One common objection to the provi- 
sion of sex education outside the home 
is the fear that children will want to 


undermined is especiaJly common In 
countries where traditional values are 
changing, as economic development 
proceeds, and where the age at which 
young people marry is rising, as social 
and economic independence Is post- 
poned. Yet few people believe sex 
education should be just about the 
-mechanics of reproduction. Moral 
values and what is acceptable be- 
haviour should form part out. Tension 
arises when what is taught represents a 
society's ideals rather than its actual 
practice, either among adults or young 
people. Surely it is better to take some 
account of human behaviour. If, for 
example, the principle of sexual absti- 
nence before marriage is being openly 
flouted, is it not a good idea for that ' 
principle to be discussed? As the 
Caribbean example showed, too little 
knowledge can be as dangerous as too 
much. 

One of the most controversial 
aspects of sex education is contracep- 
tion. Many people object to contracep- 
tion because it allows (he separation of 
sexual activity from reproduction. Ro- 
man Catholics are a good example, as 
is Saudi Arabia, where the use of 
contraception was banned in 1975. 
Even those who accept that married 
couples should know about it may 
think children should not. In Indonesia 
it is against the law to provide con- 
traception to anyone under |7 even 
though almost half of Indonesia's 
women have their first child before 
then.

Why 
include Argentina in the Third World 
but exclude Turkey and Mongolia, for 
instance? Maps of GNP per capita, 
daily caloric supply, dependence on 
agriculture, life cxpcctBncy and illi- 
teracy offer varying degrees of support 
for their definition, although they 
admit its imprecision and that of any 
other attempt to delimit the Third 
World. Of particular value Is the Way 
in which the authors question assump- 
tions based on “the experience of 
capitalist .. Europe’ 1 or those which

tion". They argue that if the Third 
World countries have any degree of 
unity, this comes less from factors like 
poverty or illiteracy, which vary wide- 
|y, and stems more from their common 
■'dependence on (he economic condi- 
tions and social and political processes 
of the First and Second worlds".. 
Above all, this stimulating book is to 
be welcomed- as a balanced, dispas- 
sionate geography of the Third World, 
from academic geographers who 
obviously care very deeply about the 
subject of (heir studies. 

The other titles under review are all 
regional in character. Longman’s The 
World’s Landscapes is not exclusively 
a Third World series but both the 
geographies reviewed here can be 
highly recommended in this context. 
Dr Dickenson's survey of Brazil offers 
many interesting insists, including an 
analysis of the creation of Brasilia and

West Africa and the topic of 
Caribbean tourism were all written for 
specific examination syllabuses by au- 
thors who have taught, or arc currently 
teaching, in the countries and regions 
concerned. Assuch. their appeal in the 
UK is limited, partly by their narrow 
perspective and partly through the 
constraints imposed by the level of the 
examination syllabuses for which they 
are written. In particular, the concep- 
tual level of David May's A Geography 
of Botswana is probably too 
elementary for those British students 
who wish to know more about the 
countries of southern Africa. The 
studies of West Africa and Tourism in 
the Caribbean can be recommended as 
relatively Inexpensive additions to a 
Third World resource library. The 
same recommendation also goes to the 
two source books on South American 
and South East Aslan Geography. 
They provide first hand source m'n- 
teri.ils for class use - eyewitness 
accounts, case studies from workers in 
the field. FAO reports, maps, graphs, 
statistics and photographs. The stan- 
dard of production is not of the highest 
quality (they were published in New 
Zealand), and one book has nn index 
and the other hasn't, but these arc 
minor considerations when set along- 
side the advantages of having such u 
convenient mine of source material at 
so reasonable a price.

Mastering Spanish is intended both. for 
prospective tourists and people who 
want a more formal knowledge of 
Spanish. To this end grammer ex- 
planations and exercises ure clearly 
labelled at two levels which become 
more distinct as the course progresses. 

The approach is thorough but 
academic, and will work best with 
serious learners who arc used to study- 
ing alone and have a good grasp of 
grammatical terminology. Each chap- 
ter starts with three core dialogues 
recorded on tape with the text in the 
book, but the vocabulary list and 
assorted explanations are hot directly 
linked to tne dialogues. 

A second problem for a non- 
academic learner is the density of die 
explanations. In Chapter One, for 
instance, there are no fewer than II 
different topics. 

The tapes are clearly recorded in a 
studio and learners wifi have no diffi- 
culty in distinguishing the various 
words and phrases. Vocabulary is well 
chosen but there is no authentic feci to 
the recordings.

This tape serves brilliantly to illustrate 
the point that there is a real difference 
between a television broadcast pro- 
gramme and a videocassette program- 
me. As a 25-minute regional television 
film, Yorkshire Steam must have been 
most entertaining. Packaged as a cas- 
sette for hire or purchase (and adver- 
tised as an “historical examination of 
the railways in Yorkshire") it is a 
disappointment. 

Within the framework of on actual 
rail tour from York to Leeds and 
Harrogate and back to York on a train 
hauled by that elegant steam giant, the 
Flying Scotsman , we are introduced 
to the Middleton Colliery line (where 
steam locomotion was used as early as 
1812), the notorious Bramhope tun- 
nel, the development of the record- 
breaking Pacific locomotives of Sir 
Nigel Gresley and (as we return to 
York), .we are treated to a few 
thoughts about tile motive power of 
the future. 


It is good to be reminded en route 
that the so-called Victorian “Railway 
King”, George Hudson, was a man 
“whose business acumen was as asto- 
nishing os it was corrupt”: and it is 
fascinating to see a memorial built in 
the shape of a tunnel, in Olley chur- 
chyard. It commemorates the . un- 
known number of man who died in the 
building of Bramhope tunnel.

On occasion, we stopped at fishing 
lodges, of which there are several 
scattered throughout the park. Built 
high above the water level, for the 
Tembeling and its tributaries can rise 
40ft overnight in the roiny season 
.(November-December; the park is 
closed), they are simple affnirs boast- 
ing in most cases running water nnd 
titty-lamps; the fishing is good, mainly 
carp, and a week in one of the less 
accessible lodges will satisfy the most 
ardent seekers a fie r sol itude ; t lie River 
Taken. closest to the headquarters, is 
probably the most spectacular, and the 
best senson in the park is February- 
Mnrch and July-August. 

Those who prefer to climb moun- 
tains, on the other hand, have Gunung 
Tahan at their disposal, the highest 
mountain in (he peninsula at 2.187m. 
It takes nine days to W3lk there and 
back and is more of a trek than n climb. 
Afficianados of caves have a wide 
choice of limestone outcrops, the re- 
motest of which is not yet on the park 
map.

For a glimpse of the enormous 
opulence of the sultans we next stop- 
ped at the recently restored Dolma- 
bahee Palace on the shores of the' 
Bosphorous. Literally translated ns the 
filled-iti garden since it was built in the 
1850s on reclaimed land. Dolmabnhcc 
j s a textbook case of conspicuous 
consumption to the degree of utter 
extravagance. The rooms, one for each 
day of tlie year, are filled with 40 tons 
of gold, with ivory tusk candelabra, 
priceless carpets, a pair of Russian 
bear rugs (with heads), a hundred and 
something twisted glass balustrades 
lining the grand staircase, a mother of 
pearlsideboard, und 58 crystal chande- 
liers including a 750 lamp, four ton 
monster kindly donated by Queen 
Victoria out of British taxpayers’ 
money. Dolmabahcc is also best 
known to all Turks as the dcathplace of 
Ataturk - each of the 1S6 clocks in the 
building is set at> five past nine, the 
precise moment of his fast breath (in 
the morning, though the clocks don't 
say). 

The harem quarters at Dolmabahce 
are not open to visitors but, never 
mind, those at Topkapi are. Only by 
strolling through this labyrinth of 
rooms, an entire self-contained wing of 
the palace, can you folly appreciate 
just what the Carry On team have been 
suggesting all these years. Your ordin- 
ary sultan would hove about 200 
women in his harem, including around 
20 favourites, and no other man would 
be allowed to cast even eyes upon 
them. Apart that is, from the eunuchs, 
mostly black, imported from South 
Africa aged eight, castrated aged ten. 
Tookapi is, as the film portrayed, filled 
,witn priceless knickknacks - French 
pianos, Dutch tiles, Chines vases, and 
tbis.time a clock from Queen Victoria 
eta be seen in the harem quarters 
alone, though the most famous of all 
r tne treasures is the dagger, the one 
tiththe diamonds and emeralds rs big 
as plgeohs' eggs. Topkapi was the 
sultan s seat or government between 
the fifteenth and the nineteenth cen- 
turies and is an overwhelming maze of 
rooms, courtyards, gardens and pavi-

We had Come to New England' to 
“leaf peep’ 1 , chobsing the first two 
weeks of October, smd to be prime 
time. The colours .do, of course, yar>' 
from north lo south and the season can 


he early or late depending on weather. 
Apart from the colours at this time of 
year, there are church suppers, auc- 
tions, flea markets and roadside stands 
selling apples, dder, pumpkins, maple 
syrup and mums (chmanthemums) - 
notices advertise "Mums wholesale, 
white mums and hardy mums”. . 

From Boston we drove north-west 
through Lexington nnd. Concord. On 
April 19, 1775, British colonial troops 
clashed on Lexington Green and then 
at the Old North Bridge at Concord, 
starting a chain of events which cul- 
minated in the American Revolution. 

From the bay state ofMassflchusclts 
we drove north into the granite state of 
New Hampshire. At the foot of Lake 
Winnipesaukee stands the small town 
of Alton Bay, where wc dined on the 
seafood-platter at the Dockside Res- 
Jaurant and next morning breakfasted 
on French toast and maple syrup ni 
Woody’s Bayvicw Restaurant. 

From Alton Bay we went north to 
Conway and then west along the 
33-mile Kancamagus Highway to Lin- 
coln in the White Mouintain National 
Forest, the most mbuntainous region 
of Nety England , dominated by Mount 
Washington. In winter people go there 
to ski, m spring arid suptmer to hike, 
and in the foil to “leaf peep".

However, not knowing exactly 
where we would he cneh evening we 
decided in take pot luck hut to book 
into molds no later than 3.30 pm, and 
by doing this we always managed to 
Imd u vucancy. But we did want to stay 
in at least one of the old country inns 
for which New England is famous. 
Friends who'd leaf-peeped the pre- 
vious foil lent us n book called Country 
hilts ami Hack Roads of North America 
from which wepieked the Quccliec Inn 
at Marshland Fnrnt near Woodstock in 
Vermont. In mid-August we rang to 
make n reservation for October 5 
(when my husbund nnd I share a 
birthday) and were lucky enough to get 
the last room. (A double room with 
hath cost S6 a night and included 
breakfast )- 

In the early afternoon wc iirrivcd in 
Woodstock, which looks very like an 


English country market town with its 
eighteenth century red brick houses 
and shops. From there it wus just a few 
minutes drive to the Quccnce Inn, 


built in 1793 as the farmstead of 
Colonel Joseph Marsh, first Lieute- 
nant Governor of Vermont. 

This 22-room inn is beautifully com- 
fortable and we sat nrnund the log-fire 
in the lounge in the early evening, 
cutting into the large chunk of Ver- 
mont Cheddar which country inns 
provide. Dinner was delicious and we 
finished with the house speciality of 
French silk pic. a chocolate mouse set 
in a meringue case and topped with 
whipped cream. 

Heading south we stopped in the 
villages or Grafton. Jamaica and Ncw- 
fanc. Jamaica has a shup called "The 
Chocolate Bam" which sells 30(3 diffe- 
rent hntid-dippcd chocolates and 
fudge, and Newfane's country store 
has four rooms full of patchwork 
quilts, the better ones selling for 
around S6U0 apiece. 

Back in Massachusetts wc took a 
look at the Hancock Shnkcr Village, 
three miles west of Pittsfield. This, 


Shnkcr (so colled because of the 
dances they performed during reli- 

t ious services) community was active 
etween 1781 nnd I960 and is now a 


museum village which depicts the 
lifestyle of this sect which, for more , 
than two centuries, practised a form of 
communal living. 

We spent our last two days in. 
Boston, one of the most livable cities in 
the United States. It should be seen on 
foot and wc followed the Freedom 
Trail, a walking tour through Down- 
town Boston (marked by a red line 
painted on the pavements) covering 16 
points of historical interest including 
the State House at the top of Beacon 
Hill; the old State House where the 
Declaration of Independence was read 
from the east balcony in 1776; und the 
Boston Tea Party ship and museum at 
Congress Street Briugc.

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H OW to transport l ,000 flies 
from one side of a mount uin 
range to the other is not u 
question which crops up dm- 
lv Should it ever do so, the answer is 
yiiiple. You take three donkeys, two 
SSren and one husband on u 120- 
mile 12 -day walk from one side of the 
revenues region in south-east France 
To ihe other, preferably following the 
route Robert-Louis Stevenson took 
105 years ago. The flies come of their 
own accord. 

Our donkeys belonged to mi absent- 
minded lady of great charm who 
inhabited a chaotic fnrmhouse buried 
deep In the French countryside just 
sooih or the town of Le Monustier, 
Stevenson’s point of departure. 

Madame greeted us with; Ah! Lus 
Andals”, and fed us on wild strawber- 
ries wd sweet cherry .«>op. Wc were to 

be grateful for these small mercies ns 
we spent the next three hours shifting 
from foot to foot while Mudame tried 
to assemble enough equipment lo 
enable us to lash our numerous 
squashy bags to the donkeys, 
i When we were all exhausted by this 
process, it was pronounced that wc 
were ready. There was nothing left for 
it but to start , with barely two hours of 
daylight left in which to rcnch the first 
village on our route and make camp. 

Having all survived the first night, 
we set off in earnest the next day, but 
not before we received on unexpected 
bonus; we were picked up by a dog. At 
fiist we thought he wbs only seeing us 
off his territory, but ns each day passed 
we gradually came to accept that he

had adopted us. 

If we walked 120 mites. Max must 
have covered 600. He would recon- 
noitre every inch of ground bordering 
our route, bounding along with a wide 
gria. 

On our first day wc surprised 
ourselves by taking the donkeys, swol- 
len with baggage, straight up a precipi- 
tous and rocky path. It was during this 
sudden ascent that wc began to assess 
the donkeys. One of the marcs was 
well Wed but was to display the fewest 
itBisoi definite character of ail three, 
what filially endeared Jonquil to us 
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her rhe hardest, but through ninny 
vicissitudes which Included saddle 
sores, crashing panniers and an appall- 
^gvulnerability to flies, she endured. 

The baby was Prunclle, aristocratic 
and emotional, with long spindly legs 
wd enormous, finely sculptured ears. 
She had a velvet nose, the eyes of a 
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mp and occasionally kick - but only in 
, not malice. 

Bijou was a cunning old bird whose 
ndmduailty grew daily. He had a

Alter a few days wc became aware . 
that we had seen no wild life of any 
sort, other J.mu a few buzzards and I 
hawks, Not a single rabbit, hare or 
squirrel. Wc heard a fox barking one 
night, hut in spite of our dawn awaken- 
ings. wc never glimpsed one of the • 
many small mammals which inhabit 1 
our woods and fields. Could the 
French huve slim them alTf 

Within three days wc were in the 
hills nnd among the pine forests which 
were blissfully cool, silent and pulsat- 
ing with smells. 

Camp sites, always a problem to 
those who dwell in tents, were further 
complicated by the need to find pastur- 
age for the donkeys who had to be 
tethered to a picket each night. Two 
places were particularly memorable. 
One, which we came upon quite 
unexpectedly, was a glade in the forest 
arid was so perfect in size that we felt it 
had been put there specially for us. Wc 
nestled down among tall yellow flow- 
ers which contrasted vividly with the 
darkness of the pines. 

The second wc found just after we 
had crossed the high point of our 
journey. Mont Lozirc at 5.500ft. We 
had had a stiff climb through and then 
beyond the tree line. The last two miles 
were over tussocky grass following the 
old drover's road, which was marked 
by gaunt granite pillars, lugged there 
anoerccted in the middle ages. As we 
descended from the crest some instinct 
led us tu a camping place which was 
surely a slice of licuvcn. 

A crystal stream flowed fust through 
Mutely rose buy willow herb until it 
reached n miniature waterfall. Here it 
tumbled down to form a perfect pool. 
Wc pitched the tents beneath Scots 
pines which, either because of age or 


some freak of nature, had lichcn- 
eovered lower branches, quite dead 
and brittle, giving them the air of some 
primeval pet rilled forest. From 
Stevenson’s description we felt sure it 
was the exact spot in which he and his 
donkey had passed the night at the 
same point In their journey. 

One dreadful day Stevenson’s route 
led us through a large town. It was 
midday and the entire population 
seemed to be on the streets. Fresh 
from the silent hills we were dizzied by 
the noise and fumes. The main street 
was narrow and very slippery for the 
donkeys, who could wall; over bare 
rock with impunity but often found 
tarmac roads as treacherous as a 
skating rink. We either walked on the 
pavement, with the inevitable con- 
sequences, or brought the traffic to a 
standstill by nulling out to pass the 
parked cars. We keut forgetting that 
i he panniers bulged out so far and 
snapped at least one side mirror off in 
our wake. 

Max had obviously never been in a 
' major town before nnd although se- 
cured with a piece of rope, ducked and 
dived among our many legs. It was the 
nineteenth century coming face to face 
with the twentieth and fi was not a 
happy meeting. 

As we moved further south the heat 
increased, the villages seemed much 
older and were a riot of flowers. The 
sound of cicadas became a daily 
accompaniment and the smell of the 
nines redoubled. The shores of the 
Mediterranean suddenly seemed very 
close. Flies, nur greatest torment, also 
multiplied, grew larger and bit more 
savagely. Vast wasp-like creatures 
dive-bombed the donkeys, making 
them nervous and jumpy. Any softs- 



had to be covered with a strange grey 
past which Madame had thrust upon 
us. Even this the flies drilled through in 
their frenzy of greed. 

Our last day promised to be an easy 
one. a mere languid saunter. It proved 
to lie quite otherwise. Within half an 
hour of leaving camp wc found our 
path barred by a fallen tree. Wc had to 
unload everything, loud the donkeys 


umoHU cverymmg, leuit tne donkeys 
round und re-load again. The gentle 
bill bneame a small cliff: Jonquil's 
breast -sirup broke with a iwung and 
the punniers slid gracefully over her 
tail. She didn’t look a bit surprised. 
Having reached the top we followed o 


path which a mountain goat would 
only have attempted on a good day. i 
spent this hellish descent . gloomily 
reflecting on how we would put one of 
the donkeys out of its misery if it broke 
a leg. There was no human habitation 
for miles nor help of any kind. 

Wc finally reoclicd our destination, 
a sleepy little town called St Jean du 
Gnrd, sank down in the main square 
ahd ordered eight Coca Colas.

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A ticket to ride 

“Bucket shops” make cheap travel more 
accessible. David Ruddell looks at the 
workings of the cut-price ticket agents. 



Want to make that dream trip to the 
'palaces and hill-stations of fndia7 Or 
to visit a VSO-ing son or daughter in 
rural Nigeria, a long-missed brother in 
Australia, or an old college friend in 
Khartoum? Or perhaps you are think- 
ing of a teaching post in Zimbabwe, 
and you would Tike to see what the 
place feels like before committing 
yourself? 

High air fares on intercontinental 
routes have traditionally consigned 
such ideas to the realms of winter night 
fantasy. Hut the arrival of the “bucket 
shops , and their increasing respecta- 
bility, has put long-haul air travel 
within the reach of many of us for the 
first time. 

The worldwide recession of the last 
few years has hit the airlines as hard as 
anyone, and an undeclared war is 
raging in the skies. It Is a battle for 
passengers to fill the thousands of 
empty seats that dnily ply the long- 
distance air routes of the world. 

The battle has taken on a fierceness 
as never before. In a year when 
international airlines are expected by 
some to lose £1 ,500m, many are strug- 
gling for their very existence. For some 
it really is a matter of life and death, 
and their survival depends on either a 
drastic clipping of wings, or attracting 
a lot more passengers - and quickly. 

It is no longer enough for airlines to 
place glossy advertisements in the 
colour supplements, and hope that 
passengers will rush in for the prom- 
ised (though not always delivered) 
superb service, convenient timetables 
and alt the rest. Neither can they 
depend on passengers' loyalty to 
national airlines. What people want, 
and what it is Increasingly possible for 
litem to get, is cheaper tares - much 
cheaper „ fares. An enterprising 
traveller. can now shop around and get 
a ticket to destinations for as little as a ' 
third to half the official fare.. 

As f write, I look out over the 
attractive Creole rooftops of 
Freetown. Sierra Leone. The bay 
curves round in a grand, majestic 
sweep, and the mountains that give

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their name to this small, friendly West 
African republic stand guard all 
arqund the town. And as I lay under 
the archetypal swaying palms at Lum- 
ley Beach yesterday, I pondered with 
some satisfaetdion how much I paid to 
get here: for a ticket priced £1,178, I 
laid out the princely sum of £330. 

Picture the situation: a potential 
traveller inquires at a local high street 
travel agent about the fare to 
Freetown. She is told it is £1,178. that a 
“cheap" excursion fare also exists at 
around £800, but that it carries a 


minimum stay condition of 19 days. 
Confused, she phones British Caledo- 
nian and Sierra Leone Airlines, only to 
offered the same high fares. The 
airlines deny all knowledge of any 
lower fares. What is going on? 

Airlines preserve a public front of 
unity and determination to stick to the 
International Air Transport Associa- 
tion (IATA) agreed fares. This cartel- 
like organization fixes fares for all 
routes, and all member airlines flying 
those routes are obliged to charge 
identical fares. 

Many smaller airlines could not 
hope, on the basis of identical fares, to 
compete with the “big boys" on a given 
route. So they began, some years ago, 
to make their tickets available through 
trusted and selected agents at drasti- 
cally reduced prices. 

The mechanics of this are simple 
enough. Airlines normally offer 9 per 
cent or 10 per cent commission to- 
agents selling their tickets. But there is 
nothing to stop an airline offering 20 
per cent, or even 75>per cent commis- 
sion to selected agents. The agent is 
then in a position to ofFer the traveller 
a really big reduction, and still make a 
tidy profit himself. And as far as the 
airline is concerned, they are selling 
the ticket at the official price, which 
will appear on the ticket. Only the 
agent's commission is much higher - 
■ and what the agent actually collects 
from the passenger is his own affair. 


Today it is no longer only the small 
airlines that operate through these 
specialist agents: it is as easy to buy a 


heavily discounted ticket on big-nnme 
carriers as it is on an obscure East 
European or Third World airline. 

Agents specializing in these cut- 
price tickets somehow gained the 
shad^-sounding name of “bucket 
shop . This odd name originates 
nom the shops which sold off unwanted 
shares by the buckctlul on the New 
York Stock exchange. London became 

the world's bucket-shop capital in the 
1970s, and there are probably more, 
and better, deals available from Lon- 
don than from any other city in the 
world. A few - a very few - of the enrly 
bucket shops were, indeed, fly-by- 
night con-men, and thoir bad reputa- 
tion still haunts today’s decent and 
ethical dealers. 

But those days have passed, and 
today bucket shop tickets arc even 
available from many big high street 
travel agencies (including those with 
famous names) - if you ask for them. If 
you don't ask specifically for a bucket 
shop fare, you will almost certainly be 
offered only the much higher official 
fare. But for those looking for the vciy 
best deals, the specialized, often small, 
cut-price agent is still the most likely to 
offer the greatest selection. His low 
overheads, low mark-up, high turn- 
over and specialization mean he can 
I offer the cheapest fares. 

A bucket shop ticket may well offer 
you a direct, non-stop flight to your 
destination, on a British airline or the 
national airline of the country you 
want to visit. But you can usually save 
even more by taking a flight on a third 
country’s airline, cnangmg planes in 
the capital city of that third country. 
For instance it is a lot cheaper to fly to 
Bangkok by changing planes in Pakis- 
■ tan, than to fly direct. 

Similarly, Kenya is cheapest via 
Cairo, Sydney via Jakarta. It may add 
three or four hours to your overall 
journey time, but the saving can 
usually be counted in hundreds ot 
pounds. Take Colombo, in Sri Lanka. 
The cheapest official return fare is 
£556, and this involves fixed dates, big 
penalties for cancellation, and an ad- 
vance booking period of at least one 
month before travel, it you are pre- 
pared to use Guir Air (the high quality 
airline of the Emirates) changing 
i planes in Dubai,. this can be brought 
1 down to under £400; go with Bulgarian 
Airlines via Sofia andit comes down to 
a little over £300. 

What's the catch? There isn't one. In 
fact, there are often fewer restrictions 
on bucket shop tickets than on official 
ones. They can be much more flexible 


than the lowest officinl fares for th... 
do not usually have advance booSm 
restrictions, they are often valid for f 
whofo year ami one-ways are 2 
able ns well as returns. The n!, 
restriction they do carry is that S5 
cannot change airlines. ^ 

And if you cancel it can take un to 
two months before you get yourrefcnd 
7 though you could equally well EC tir 
in a week or two. You may have to pav 
for your bucket shop ticket as soon « 
your booking is confirmed, but this? 

I also likely to be a condition on officii 
ow fares such as Apex tickets to t“ 

1 US and Canada. 

Many bucket shops advertise in the 
smnll-nd columns of The Times The 
Guardian, the local press - and occa- 
sionally even in The TES. It is usually 
worth phoning around for a few 
ouotes. Be sure to ask which airline 
they arc quoting for (so that you can 
compare like with like), and if it 
i nvolves a plane chnnge along the way 
how long the stopover is. Nobody 
really wnnts to be stuck in a transit 
lounge in Cmro or Budapest or Taipe 
for more than three or four hours 

Competition on the North Atlantic 
routes, started by the ill-fated Laker a 
few years ago. means official fares are 
already very low for the distance, but 
bucket shops can often make them still 
lower. You should not, however, ex- 
pect to make massive savings on these 
routes. Bigger savings can be expected 
to Australasia, bigger ones still to 
South America, India and Pakistan, 
and biggest of all to the Far East and 
Africa. 

Here arc a few examples of what you 
should expect to pay for a return 
ticket; the figures in brackets are the 
cheapest official fares, which often • 
involve strict booking conditions and 
big penalties for cancellation - rarely 
the case with the bucket shop tickets. 
Some fares are seasonal. Where this is 
the case the high season invariably 
coincides with the school holidays, so 
high season fares are used in the 
examples that follow: Auckland £825 
(£1,0751, Bangkok £330 (£517), Bom- 


(£464), Colombo £315 (£556), Harare 
£430 (£587), Karachi £295 (£926), 
Kingston £410 (£517), Lagos £28) 
(£635). Nairobi £325 (£502), Peking 
£52U (£1 ,U3(J), Sydney £595 (£737). 
Tokyo £600 (£745). Singapore £445 |

Leslie Gardiner visits Copenhagen 


The What's On booklet confirms our 
worst apprehensions. Exciting mas- 
sage - real porn - intimate sauna . ■ . 
and we’re not yet into the small nds. 
Wonderful, wonder tut Loncnnagcn 
seems to be singing on older theme 
tune, "Anything Goes". 

The booklet merely reminds us that 
Denmark abolished sex censorship 
some time ago. Maybe there was, 
briefly, an epidemic of porn shops and 
massage parlours. Even then it must 
have been a far cry from Soho’s 
squalor. The essence of Copenhagen, 
fresh, neat and stylish, infuses even the 
old rough quarter, the hnrbour section 
and waterfront, wiierc only u few 
nostalgic signs like Taro Jack and Cap 
Horn Bar call back the yesteryears of 
rollicking seafarers and their windjam- 
mers. . 

The tall ships berthed in Nyhavn 
today are cither privatelv-owned 
yachts or floating cafds with masts 
festooned in greenery. The narrow 
five-storey buildings which line the 
quays are the bijou residences of 
architects, with gourmet restaurants in 
their basements. As in a Hans Christ- 
ian Andersen fairytale, that massive 
old rat-infested warehouse has sud- 
denly become a luxury hotel. 

Strategically, it wasn’t the best place 
for a capital city: on an island, not the 



mainland; facing the lonely Baltic, not 
the busy North Sea; on a flat shore, not 
a hill. But the topography is unique. 
From any church tower you have a 
good view of Sweden. A half-girdle of 
rectangular ponds makes almost an 
island of (he city centre and the 
suburbs spilf over on to a genuine 
island. 

Sea canals intersect a few streets, 
defensive moats make waterparks of 
palace gardens, several artificial lakes 
□rc dotted about. All the waterways 
have their populations of wildfowl; if 
numbers were the criterion, pintail and 
^mallard duck would be the. true inhabi- 
tants of Copenhagen;' ' 

Is there any city so near Britain 
where you can feel so obviously fore- 
ign yet so comfortably at home? 1 1 is an 
alfresco, sea-breezy spot, a place fqr 
strolling in. Stoget. which means 
“strolling*’, is actually the name of a 
chain of . five all-pedestrian streets

Children’s parlies are also a feature, 
every Wednesday, of the Bn k ken car- 
nival park, older than Tivoli, the oldest 
amusement park in the world, they 
say, in the northern suburbs.

In peak condition 

Francis Kellaway explores the Brecon Beacons National Park 


on a not-too'good road beside which it ■ 
is possible to leave the car. (Enthu- 
siasts who have walked all the way will 
have benefited from magnificent views 
through gateways and other gaps in the 
hedges throughout their journey.) 

Now a really straightforward walk to 
the top of an old British camp, Twyn y 
Gner, yields the most outstanding 

f ianoramn. with delights throughout a 
ull 360 degrees compass. Despite 
counter-claims for the many other 
eminences of quality throughout the 
park, if a single choice id view-point 
Has to be made, the vote must go to the 
Gaer. 

Correspondingly, there must he an 
accolade for the Beacons Mountain 
Centre. This is reached by continuing 
straight on over the Illtud. common 
from the cat degrid already mentioned 
or, rather more directly, uphill on a 
right-hand turning off the A470 Bre- 
con to Merthyr Tydfil highway. 

The centre's location is remarkable 
in its genesis, and its setting, and in the 
way in which it functions. On a hot 
Sunday this summer, the car park was 
over-flowing, there were coach-toads 
of visitors and many others who had 
come on foot. Yet there was no 
apparent overcrowding, no litter, no 
vandalism or other abuse of the excel- 
lent facilities. 

These included a competent in- 
formation service, lavatories, a 
cafeteria, a lounge with comfortable 
seating and the most satisfying of views 
through targe windows, and re- 
creational spaces. 

The accent is on peaceful pleasure, 
and the dissemination of information 
about the national park. School parties 
and other groups are welcomed (adv- 
ance booking is essential). Film shows, 
talks and demonstrations arc possible. 
The displays (model hedges, and stone 
walls, photographs, maps, relief de-

There is so much more in the 
National Park to attract travellers. For 
instance, Llungorse Lake, the lurgest 
stretch of natural water in South 
Wales, is noteworthy for its fishing and 
wild life.

anxieties). The general atmosphere is 
worth a comment. It is one of pleasure. 


The concept of a National Park should 
by now be well known. Yet each park 
authority has still to make constant 
endeavours to educate its visitors, not 
least in the matter of trespass.

, The hard leather seats were uncom- 
fortable and hot, and the suspension 
had seen better days. But the dozen or 
so making the trip- mostly Europeans, 
one Sikh with his wife, a young Indian 
couple with a baby - were cneerful, 
and our guide spoke excellent English. 

By the lime we reached Agra, 200 
kilometres south, vve were all hot, dirty 
and stiff from three hours of sitting. 
Agra in a large town, and indescribably I 
scruffy. Workshops and bazaar stalls I 
spill over the pavement onto the 
streets. The traffic is chaotic and noisy 
- bullock carts, hursedrawn carriages 
swarming with women and children, 
trucks, cars, bicycles and cycle rick- 
shaws all jostle and swerve, horns und 
bells sounding continuously to warn 
wandering cows, pigs, goats and peo- 
ple off the roads. Through mi open 
gateway I saw an incongruous sight - 
sweeping the hard, dusty enrth with n 
bundle of twigs was a young woman in 
an exquisite scarlet sari, the edge 
decorated with a wide, gold border. 

We reached (lie wide, slow Jammu 
river, mudflats on ench side of the 
sluggish stream. Cattle were drinking, 
and vultures huddled in little groups at 
the water's edge. On the far side is u 
wall, and nhove rhe wall the domes and 


towers of the Taj rose suddenly against 
the almost while sky, shimmering in 
the heat and dust of the mid-morning. 
We lost sight of it as we crossed the 
river by (he bridge and wove our way 
between the huddle of buildings on the 
far side, stopping near the red sand- 
stone gate which marks rhe entrance to 
the tomb. 

Tourist stalls have proliferated here, 
and as we stepped down from the 
coach and rubbed the fife hack into 
stiff legs and hacks, hawkers con- 
verged from all sides, brandishing 
postcards, bangles, gimmicks and 
novelties. They were insistent and 
noisy, and walked in pace with with us, 
waving their wares under our noses 
until we entered the gateway, when 
they melted nwny, not allowed beyond 
this point. 

Whire nur guide bought our tickets 
we wandered through the gateway and 
stood in a little group waiting for him. 
We cost almost surreptitious glances at 
the marble miracle before us, and it 
was not until the guide had finished his 
short explanation of the history of the 
building and had released us from his 
care that mast of us took our first 
proper, long look. 

It is so familiar that in shape and 
can lours it holds no su rprises. Tne four 
pure white marble towers at the cor- 
ners of the raised marble platform 
frame the mausoleum, with its central 
arched entrance and high dome . flank- 
ed on cither side by four smaller 
arched openings and a small dome.

the neat, formal gardens to either side 
of the central water tanks with their 
small, plain fountain nozzles, dead 
centre in a simple row. The rows of 
dark green cypresses flanking the wa- 
ter tanks are said to represent the sad. 
gloomy looks and slim bodies of mour- 
ners. 

From the gateway, the Taj looks 
small. Approaching down the length of 
the water tanks, it’s true size gradually 
becomes apparent, as it rears higher 
and higher against the pale, wnshed 
out sky. The great expanse of white is 
relieved by the fine black lettering of 
Koranic verses, and n delicate tracery 
I of inlaid flower designs around the 
central archway. Getting closer, the 
extent of the flower ornamentation 
becomes apparent- it covers the whole 
building. The smooth surface is inters- 
persed with delicate sections of carved 
marble screens, like giant honey- 
combs. 

Climbing the marble steps to the 
platform, our shoes were surrendered 
to a busy little man who nut them 
neatly in rows, and unerringly handed 
Luck the correct pair to chcR returning 
pilgrim. The marble's cool appearance 
was deceptive. Hcnt strikes up through 
the soles of the feet. The sun beats 
down on the top of the head, and 
between is bright, glaring, shimmering 
hot air. 

Through the arched central door- 
way, we descended steps into dark- 
ness. The tombs oF Mumtaz Mahal and 
her emperor Shah Jahan are carved 
sarcophagi on which rupees and blos- 
soms were senttered, only one flicker- 
ing candle illuminating the scene. 
Down here the air is hot and stale, 
smelling of very much alive bodies, 
and we did not linger. Above, at 
ground level, is a replica of the tomb 
below, this time airy and light, with the 
inner dome soaring above, and a fine 
trellised marble screen surrounding 



stones can he examined. The designs 
are of flowers and leaves, on vines and 
shouts which curl upwards anil away in 
all directions. Each blossom mid | L >af is 
in the variegated shinies of nature, the 
colours are rich but subtle, the earthy 
tones of comcliun, jasper and agate, 
the intensity of lapis lazuli mid mile, 
the chunging shades of mother of 

G ear!. The scnle of the undertaking 
ecomes clear when the details of an 
intricate chrysanthemum blossom arc 
examined, and overall, the quantity of 
pure white marble staggers the im- 
agination. 

To walk around the Tuj is to see the 
arched doorways, pillars and towers 
repeated four times, as it is perfectly 
square and all sides are identical. 

At the rear, the river flows slowly 
south. The cattle were still there, 
grazing on the scrubby vegetation 
edging the mudfluts, an Indian woman 
in a plain cotton sari walking among 
them. The vultures still huddled, occu- 


I lie Indians who visit the Taj com 
dressed in their best clothes. For the 
women this means hrilliantly colomri 
suns, often shot through with metaife 
threads, with deep gold or gm 
borders.
